AFFAIRS OF THE CREAM CITY. 


Much Interest Manifested in the Trial of 
the Rioters. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 24.—[Special. |—The 
Municipal Court-room has been crowded today 
by hundreds anxious to watch every movement 
madein the trial of the Milwaukee Garden 


rioters. A large number of police officers 


were sworn by the State to show the presence 


ofeach and every one of the accused at the 


garden at the time of the riot. Mayor Waliber 
was also placed on the stand. He read the 
proclamations issued by him May 5, one warn- 
ing people not to assemble on the streets and 
another warning all persons from interfering 
with workmen, and stating that ali assembiages 


pt men would be dispersed by the authorities. 


Men bad attempted to force an entrance to 


Allis’ foundry with the evident intention of 
interfering with the workmen there employed, 
and in several cases he had considered police 
and military aid necessary for the protection 
of property and the maintenance of peace, He 
ordered the police to Milwaukee Garden and 
went there himself, finding a large gathermg 
of men. At the conclusion of a revess of the 
court Judge Sioan inquired of the leadm at- 
torney for the rioters what would be the line of 
detense, and received the reply that ar en- 
deavor would be made to show that the gather- 
ing at Milwaukee Garden was not uoiawfe!; 
that a meeting ef the Carpenters’ Union was 
called and held there; and that no disturbance 
occurred until the police attacked the crowd. 
His Honor then formally announced that there 
was po doubt of an unlawful assemblage; 
that the riot was a matter of history; no 
question would be raised by the court as to 
tuis point. The State had shown that all the 
defendants were present at the time charged; 
the defense would only have to prove that 
they were not connected with the alleged riot 
and took no part in the demonstration at Mil- 
waukee Garden. The court said if the defense 
was not satisfied with this an appeal could be 
taken. He intimated that the State had thus 
far failed to connect four or five of the de- 
fendants with disorderly acts and that the jury 
would be instructed to discharge them. The 
Judge said that the State bad introduced suf- 
ficient testimony to show the presence of all 
the detendants at the garden at the time 
charged, and further evidence to this end 
would be unnecessary. 

Tomorrow (ThanksgiVing-Day) will de quite 
generally observed in this city. All public 
buildings and offices will be closed, and there 
wiil be a genera) suspegsion of business. Sev- 
eral church sucieties on the East Side wiil as- 
sembie at Piymouth Church, where union serv- 
ices will be conducted, and the Congregational, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, and Baptist societies 
on the West Side will attend union service at 
the Grand Avenue Congregational Church. A 
large quantity of substantial food and delica- 
cies will be distributed to the poor by the La- 
dies’ Flower Mission. 

The recent decision of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Arbitrauon Committee has been sus- 
tained by tne Board of Appeals, so that it is 
finaliy settled that receipts issued by Angus 
Smith & Co. for grain dated prior to Sept. 16, 
1886, the date on which the reduced rate of 
storage went into effect, are nut current for 
delivery on maturing contracts under the rules 
of the Chamber of Commerce, which state 
that in all time sales the buyer sball be entitled 
to receipts subject to current rates of storage 
at the time of delivery. The old receipts re- 
ferred to have dragged the Milwaukee market 
two and a balf cents below Chicago prices, but 
the decision, as affirmed, brought the local 
market up to within one and a half cents to- 
day of the price current in Chicago at the same 
time. It now rests with Angus Smith to decide 
whether the receipts deciared irregular shail 
be made deliveruble on contracts, as the qual- 
ity of the wheat in his elevators is equai to 
that in any other warehouse in Milwaukee. All 
that is necessary for bim to do ts to reduce the 
storage rates on receipts dated prior to Sept. 
15 to those now current in other houses. 


BLAINE AND EDMUNDS. 


Gratuitous Insults of the Vermont Senator 
Not to Be Overiooked. 

New York, Nov. 24.—(Special. |—The official 
version of the meeting between Mr. Blaine 
and Mr. Edmunds is as follows:

A few minutes later Mr. Blaine ex- 
pressed to Mr. McMichael and Mr. Miller his 
sincere regret that an act imperatively demanded 
from him should have occurred in the house of 
mourning. Mr. Blaine made no explanation of 
his motive, but the presumption is that he was 
not anxious to shake hands Sunday with a man 
who had gratuitously slandered him Saturday.

URS. RAWSON’S ANSWER. 


WHAT SHE SAYS IN REGARD TO HER 
HUSBAND'S ACCUSATIONS, 


A General Denial Entered—There Has Been 
Nothing in Her Past Life of Which She 
Need Be Ashamed, Though She Has Seen 
Much Sorrow—The Court Asked to Make 
Provision for Counsel-Fees and Other 
Legal Expenses. 

Mrs. Meckie L. Rawson filed a lengthy peti- 
tion in the Superior Court yesterday in ber 
suit against ber husband, Stephen W. Rawson, 
for separate maintenance, asking for an allow- 
ance of solicitors’ fees and expenses during 
the progress of her suit. After telling how 
ber husband left the house and she remainea 
a prisoner there, she says that about Sept. 6 it 
was given out by bim that ske was a woman of 
bad character, and that he would make an ar- 
raigoment of her previous life that would 
bring ber into disgrace. at the age of 15 sbe 
was married to John Slaymaker, who after 
wards became a confirmed drunkard, but there 
had been nothing in der life which, 
if trutnfully told, would justly expose her 
to the threst made by ber husband. When he 
proposed marriage sbe told him of the unhap- 
py incidents of ber early and later life. She 
told bim of ber marriage to Charies G. Lee, of 
Lee’s habits of intoxicauon and consequent 
cruelty, and her divorce, and gave bim a letter 
from Lee subsequent to her divorce, in witch 
he contessed that their disagreement and sep- 
aration, were due to his oon bad conduct. Mr. 
Rawson told her to teil bim no more; that the 
knowledge that sbe had suffered only in- 
creased bis love: that he was wiliing to trust 
ber to the end of the world; and that if all the 
world rose up against her be would continue 
to love and protect ber. 

Nov. 4 she received notice that her bus- 
band’s solicitors would take the testimony of 
ten witnesses betore Master-in-Chancery P. L. 
Sherman. Among the witnesses were former 
servants of her husband, detectives. waich- 
men and policemen previously in the residence, 
two physicians who had once attended her, and 
two unknown colored witnesses, the porter and 
buffet waiter of a Pullman car runuing be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis. She was com- 
pelled to listen to false testimony to the effect 
that May 11, 1886, in a Pullman car, she tell 
into the company of a person to ber unknown 
and occupied the same berth with him. Sue 
says every criminating detail of this story is 
faise. Tue facts are that she did not speak to 
any man or woman with the exception ot the 
attendants of the car until sbe arrived at St. 
Louis the following morning: that she 
was suffering from a severe cold, 
and as soon as ber berth could be made up 
sbe retired thereto without removing any of 
her garments, and did not leave her berth until 
she arose in the morning, near St. Louis. The 
Sabbath after leaving home her husband wrote 
her a letter ju which be spoke of her Ulness 
and expressed the bope that she was on the 
way to recovery. She says she finds that de- 
tectives and agents of ber husband have 
eedulously applied to the offices of the Pullman 
Car Company and the Chivage & Alton Rail- 
road Company, where any intormation could 
be obtained, and have thus gathered a frame- 
work of facts into which the false story of 
these witnesses has been woven. Some person 
representing ber husband has recently been to 
New Orleans, Washington, and New York, and 
other piaces where she bas heretofore resided 
and spent many weeks in search of information 
in regard to her early life, and she believds 
it is intended to use this information to manu- 
facture further disgraceful accusations. Sbe 
says ber husband has stated that be will ex- 
pend $15,000, if necessary. to bring ber into 
public disgrace and save himself from giving 
ber a cent for her support. 


Her husband's charge that his servants were 
driven away by her ill-treatment an “ite 


of furious, ungovernable, and unreasonable 
rageand babits of profanity bad made his 
married ite a terrible and continued drama of 
domestic calamity and wretchedsess was un- 
true: but, on the contrary, except for a brief 
period, her married life has been passed with- 
out auy manifestations of sympathy or love 
on the part of ber husband. Reduced to 
desperation by his manifest disappointment 
in having married der and his imdifference 
she lost hope of ever findmg @ Lappy career 
and decided to end a lite that heid nothing in 
it but suffering. This attempt was unjustifi- 
able and wrong; but that it was a mock pre- 
tense, as alleged, is untrue. 

The charges that while she resided in Wash- 
ington she was guilty of ill-bebavior and iil- 
practices, that she got into trouble with the 
Patent Department and became the subject of 
sensational articles in the press, she denies 
and says she bas evidence to support her de- 
pial. 

Her former buspand, George D. Lee, was ad- 
dicted to excessive intoxication, resulting in a 
state that bordered on mental derangement. 
On one occasion, while traveling on a raiiroad 
in Mississippi, be fired several pistol-shots at 
ber. She now finds this incident made the 
occasion of a charge caiculated to leave the 
impression that the shooting was prompt- 
ed dy Lee's jealousy. This is false. 
As to the charge that she was arrested and 
put under bonds to keep the peace for dis- 
orderly conduct in New York, she says that 
in a dispute between herself as landlady and a 
tenant she cbaracterizea a statement made by 
the tenant as false. She was summoned to ap- 
pear before a police magistrate, where she 
gave bond, thus avoiding an airing of the 
quarrel in court. Regarding her husband’s 
charge that ber divorce from her first husband, 
Jobn Slaymaker, was illegal, she is ready, if 
means are afforded her, to show by witnesses 
residing in Louisiana that such divorce was 
legal and proper. From time to time, since 
driven away from the house of ber husband. 
she has had to borrow money to pay her neces- 
sary living expenses. She bas already incurred 
obligations to ber solicitors, and, as it will be 
necessary to take the testimony of witnesses 
in St. Louis, Mississippi, New Orleans, Wash- 
ington, and New York, as weil as in this city, 
she prays that the court may make a proper 
allowance. 


ATTEMPTED MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Jefferson Bromley Shoots His Wife and 
Then Kills Himself.

MYERS & AVS SCHEME. 


THEY WOULD FORM SYNDICATES FOR 
SPECULATION. 


Floeding the Country with Pamphlets on 
“How to Speculate Wisely”—The Dit- 
ference Between This and the Notorious 
“Fund W Enterprise — The Modest 
Office of the Bankers and Brokers 
Mr. Ray's Expla Opinion of Presi- 
dent Wright of the Board of Trade. 

There is a peculiar fascination to speculators 
on the Board of Trade for combining the out- 
side world into gigantic deals which they 


at 


‘should control and profit. Periodically, for 


years, these schemes blossomed forth, until, 
taking advantage of the speculative credulity 
of the ccuntry, they reached tne full-biown 
flower of che Fund W of Flemming & Mer- 
riam, which will probably remain for a long 
period as the most gigantic swindle of its kind 
in the West. Since the collapse of the Fund 
W the general plan of funds and syndicates 
for the outside world bas been in such 
disrepute that the attempts to estabiish 
anything resembling them have been aban- 
doned at the outset. The most important of 
these plans was that of Robert Lindblom two 
years ago, when the Board of Trade Directory 
made so serious objection that he withdrew bis 
pian on the distinct understanding that the 
proceedings against bim would be stopped. 
Six months later another man evolved a 
scheme not half sostrongasthat of Lindblom, 
but it was denounced and snceerea at to such 
an extent that be also had to withdraw it. This 
was the ast attempt made in this line until 
within a week past, when hundreds of circulars 
have been sent through the country by a firm 
styling itself Myers, Ray & Co., outlining a plan 
resembiing that of the Fiemming & Merriam 
circulars in the days of their earlier funds. 
Success to any great extent does not as yet 
appear to have crowned the ettorts of the 
projectors of this latest pian, in- 
quiry at the Post-Office revealing 
the fact that in the ten days they have 
possessed a box there nota letter a day bas 
been delivered. The credulity of the country 
seems to have been too severely tried in the 
past to at once take the aliuring bait ot almost 
certain fortune. It may be, however, that the 
lea ven bas not yet begun to work well. 

A call at the office ot Myers, Ray & Co., 
* Bankers and Brokers.“ as the circular reads. 
at No. 115. Dearborn street, revealed to the re- 
porter a young man with red bair, fuzzy side 
whiskers, and a pronounced nose in charge of 
a somewbat bare back room whose furnishings 
consisted of three chairs and two writing 
desks, the entire outfit looking as if it cost 
not more than $40. The red-aaired young man 
was Mr. Myers, one of the bankera and bro- 
kers. While the circular mentions Mr. Ray 
several times, itis strangely silent as to Mr. 
Myers, whose pedigree cannot be given in con- 
sequence. While waiting nearly an hour for 
Mr. Ray to appear at his office, the 
grave-iike silence of Office of 
the bankers and brokers was not 
disturbed by the entry of the mail ** Final 
ly a middle-aged man came in, and Mr. Myers 
said it was Mr. Ray. As the circular states, 
Mr. Ray bas been on the Board of Trade here 
and at Milwaukee fora long time. His last 
employment in that direction was with L. 
Everingham & Co., whom de left turee or 
four months ago to go into Gogebic mining 
stocks, the firm being styled Hustis, Coughian 
& Ray. His reputation on ‘Change for integ- 
rity is excellent. The fact that be left the 
floor to go into other business tells its own 
story, nowever, of his success as a specuiator 
on bis own account. 

„ This project bas been a pet idea of mine 
for fifteen years,”’ said he; of getting the 
Outside world to act in concert. The

seives from loss where they do not make 
a profit. It is a well-known fact that when the 
country is long or ‘short’ the market goes 
the other way, the operators swinging it 80 as 
to freeze out the outsiders.””

„Are you not afraid the Board of Trade will 
take steps to discipline you for this scheme?” 
be was asked. 

„don't suppose the board will look kindly 
at it. any more kindly than they would at any 
secret syndicate. I suppose they will call ita 
fraud, a wild scheme, but itdoes not make a 
particle of difference to me. I don't 
consider myself in any danger of be 
ing expelled, as there will be no cause of 
action. The deal is as straight and legitimate 
as a deal made by any commission- house. I 
care as much for my bonor and integrity as 
any member on that board.” 

“Then, as I understand you, all the protec- 
tion your customers will bave for their money 
will be the honesty of your firm?’’ 

„That is all the protection any man who 
deals on the board has. He bas got to trust 
the commission firm which makes bis trades.“ 

In explanation ot the term ‘*bdankers” 
which the firm give themselves, the appear- 
ance of the room not solving the riddle, Ar. 
Myers said they were bankers in the respect 
that their customers might leave their money 
with them rrom one deal to the next.

President Wright when he was banded the 
pamphlet glanced through it curiously. Read- 
ing the statement that the successful specuia- 
tors are those who command a large amount 
of money, he sad: Tnat statement is not 
true.

They may have a iarge amount of 
money to, use, but it is the brains they 
baveand not the money they have which 
make money in speculating.

NO MORE PUTS AND CALLS. 


A Stop Pat to This Species of Gambling on 
the Board of Trade. 

The put and call system of gambling in 
grain which bas tbriven so amazingly under 
the passive opposition, or rather with the 
connivance, of the directors of the Board of 
Trade cametoan end yesterday afternoon. 
Its abolition caused little regret among the 
boys as they dispersed to enjoy their Thanks 
giving recess, and will enable the directors 
to digest their turkey with the piacid assur- 
ance that they are no longer compelled to 
wink at deliberate violations of the crimins) 
vode of Illinois, While the put and call 
dusiness was being transacted under the eyes 
of the responsible heads of the Board of 
Trade there was nothing at any time to bave 
prevented the police irom swooping down 
upon the settling-room and arresting every 
one found dealing in privileges. Puts and 
calis are specifically designaved in Sec. 178, 
Coup. 88, of tne Criminal Code of the State of 
Iilinois as gambling, and those who deal in 
them are held liable to the penalties of fine and 
imprisonment equaily with common gamblers. 
The business increased enormousis during the 
last twelve months owing to the dullness of 
trade, and scores of men who detested the 
system as a nuisance and an unwarrantable 
interference with the normal fluctuations of 
the market were compelled for theirown pro- 
tection to follow the crowd. The acuon of the 
directors, which was advised by ex-Judge Sid- 
ney Smith, their attorney, renders any mem- 
ber of the board who sball trade in puts and 
Calls on and after Friday next liabie to sus 
pension or expulsion. President Wright con- 
strued the decision of tne directors to mean 
that all outstanding puts and calls should be 
closed yesterday ana no further business in 
such privileges done, but, as there seemed 
among some of the directors and others to be 
a diversity of opinion as to whether the decis- 
jon should become operative yesterday or 
Friday, the boys took advantage of the doubt 
and dealt in puts and calis all afternoon to 
their hearts’ content. It is understood that 
no discipline will be brought to bear 
upon the closing up of these gambling 
deals Friday, but after that date the 
directors will esteem it their privilege 
tw enforce the penalties for violation with rigor. 
The matter does not require to be submitted to 
the vote of the entire association, as it is 
amply covered by already existing laws, which 
simply need to be enforced. 

Most members spoken with expressed con- 
fidence that the abolition of the privilege sys- 
tem would tend materially to the improvement 
of business. There would be greater fluctua 
tions on the regular market, and this was 
bound to attract specuiation to the Chicago 
Board of Trade. The put and call system of 
trading bad been like a wali on each side of 
the legitimate market, and had growa to such 
roportions as almost to paraiyze 


enormous 
business. It ie admitted chat the aboition of 
puts and 
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the fluctuations of the market will be larger 
and increased speculation will accordingly be 
attracted. Those who have made a consid- 
erable revenue out of the pute and 
calls are inclined to kick at being deprived 
of a profitable business, but they should take 
courage that other jucrative gambling chan- 
pels are open. The municipal authorities are 
no longer exercising their veto upon running 
a respectable faro-bank. Some few large deal- 
ers in privileges feei it bard that the puts and 
calls should be proscribed on the Chicago 
Board while men are free to speculate as 
freely as they choose in these at St. Louis, 
New York, and other mercantile centres, but 
they ought to feel thankful that the State of 
Ill nois bas a vastly superior criminal vode 
compared to these benighbted localities. Grum- 
biere can be found who complain about what 
they call legislatme for business,“ simply 
because times are dull, but the vast majority 
of the members are more than satisfied that 
the privilege business is now a thing of the 
past. 


WANT THEIR MONEY BACK. 


Board of Trade Men After What They 
Have Paid for Licenses. 

Ever since the city began collecting licenses 
from various employments the members of the 
Board of Trade domg a commission business 
have paid an annuai license of $25 each as 
„ brokers.“ As there are nearly 500 who fig- 
ure ae commission men this has netted the 
city the neat sum of about $12,500 annually 
for four years past. When City-Collector 
Onahan sent his notices around a lew days 
ago of the license due for the coming year 
President Wright bad the law iooked up, and 
Tuesday sent the Collector a letter in which he 
said: 

Having carefully examined the language of the 
Supreme Court defining the meaning of the word 
„broker, we are prepared to maintain we are 
not brokers in the meaning of the law as laid 
down by the Supreme Court. We are now con- 
vinced that the money for the licenses has been 
wrongfully paid, and we request that the money 
paid by us for all such licenses be refunded to us. 


To this Collector Onahan replied yesterday 
as foilows: 

If you have paid licenses — — imposed 
you can make claim for the refunding of the same 
to the City Controller. 

This President Wright will do at an early 
day. He estimates that the city owes the com- 
misslon- men about $60,000 which they have 
thus paid under a misapprehension of the term 
ot broker. A bioker,”’ said he, yesterday, 
“is a trader who gives up the name ot bis 
principalin the trade which is made on tne 
latter’s account, while commission-men who 
handle the property themselves on their own 
responsibility and in their own names are not 
brokers. 


DAN LAWRENCE ACQUITTED. 


The Jury Found Him Blameless in the 
Meech Watch Matter. 

The trial of Dan Lawrence was finished yes- 
terday. He testified in nis own defense that 
the reason he did not notify the police when 
he discovered that the watch had been stolen 
was that he was afraid he would “ burt the old 
man’s feelings,"’ meaning Justice Meech. Re- 
garding his motive in the presentation of the 
watch, he said it had been customary to make 
presenta to Police Captains and Judges at the 
armory from Milligan’s time down to the 


present, and tha: gamblers always contributed 
to the fund. Other witnesses were calied to 
testify to the good character of Lawrence.

The strike arose over a reduction of 25 cents a 
thousand on the wages of the two previous 
seasons, which the men, who are Knights of 
Labor, refused to accept and quit work. They 
then appealed to the Trades Assembly of this 
city for assistance in bringing Hinchcliff to 
terms. 

Schilling’s Position. 

At the conference of the United Labor party 
committee with the Citizens’ Association, 
efter Attorney-General Thompson had pro-

PRODUCTION OF KENTUCKY WHISKY. 


Too Much Corn-Jaice Now Put Upon the 
Marxet in That State. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 24.—Letters ad- 
dressed to 220 registered distilleries of Ken- 
tucky asking what the aggregate output for 
the year ending June 30, 1887, would be, elicit- 
ed answers from forty-nine distilleries, whose 
combined output is 50 per cent of the total 
crop of 1885-86. In these it is shown that the 
average percentage of production is 79 3-7 per 
cent; aggregate production for 1888-86 (100 
per cent), 17,000,000 gallons; probable produc- 
uon for 1886-87. 793-7 per cent, 13. 502. 
857 gallons. It is also shown there is 
in existence a surplus of Kentucky products 
amounting to 3,000,000 gallons. The consump- 
uon of Kentucky whisky has fallen off since 
tue last report nearly 2,000,000 gailons.© Previ- 
ous caloulauons bave been made upon the 
basis of that previous report, and therefore 
have placed the consumption, 24,000,000 gal- 
ions & year, too high and consequently 6,000,- 
000 gallons excess for the next three years. 
The inference drawn from the figures is that 
the production should be cut down 6,000,000 
gallons from that now proposed. This would 
give 7,000,000 as the proper production for 
Kentucky for 1886-'87. 


* Pig-lron Miller Dead. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov, 22.—John Miller, known 
throughout the chain of lakes as an eccentric 
character, who earned a precarious livelihood 
oy rescuing hapless persons from crowning, 
by diving for dead bodies, and by Sshing valu- 
ables out of the river and lake, died last nicht 
aged 62. He came here forty years ago from 
Oswego. In bis career be saved not less than 
a dozen people from watery graves, and the 
Board of Trade awarded him a gold medal for 
heroism. Lears ago, at times when bis voca- 
tion was unprofitable, he was in the babit of 
throwing pig-iron off the docks at night, fish- 
ing it out of the river next day, and seliing it 
back to the owvers. Being detected, he was 
sent to the penitentiary. and ever after his 
release was known’ oniy as “ Pig-Iron Mmer.“

NEEDED JURY REFORMS. | 


OUR PRESENT SYSTEM DEFECTIVE IN 
MANY PARTICULARS. 


— — 


©. C. Bonney, in a Lecture, Points Out Ex- 
isting Errors and Submits the Draft of 
a Bill the Provisions of Which, He 
Thinks, Will Remedy the Faults of 
Which the People Complain—Where It 
{s that Radical Changes Are Necessary. 

Mr. C. C. Bonney lectured on jury reform 
before the Society for Political Education at 
No. 45 Randolph street last evening. He said 
the jury system in sowe quarters had fallen 
into such disrepute that people had stopped to 
think what could be done to restore it to its 
former excellence. He had seen the system 
80 enforced that there was no reproach or 
complaint against it, but he need not say to a 
Chicago audience that he bad seen it when 
quite tne reverse was true. There was a ser“ 
ous question whether the grand juries should 
not be abolished altogether, because in 
great cities they nad been so often packed 
to Drotect crime that their utility to prevent 
offenses against the law had become doubtful. 
He was not in favor of their abolition, because 
a grand jury, properly constituted, was com- 
posed of the best and most respectable citizens 
of a community, brought together for hearing 
complaints of crime, for suppressing false ac- 
cusations, preventing blackmail,and presenting 
all schemes for crime to the courte for prose- 
cution. It was the master and not the servant 
of the Prosecuting Attorney, and could even 
investigate the conduct of the court iteeif. 
With a just and fearless Judge sitting in a city 
like this, and a grand jury selected from the 
best citizens, there was nocrime whica that 
Judge and grand jury should not attempt to 
punish. 

After alluding to the nature of petit juries, 
he discussed the means by which the degrada- 
tion of the jury syetem came about. Original- 
ly, he 3aid, the selection of juries was re- 
garded as a part of the judicial authority, and 
there was a time when the courts of the State 
of New York, headed by the great Chancellor, 


James Kent, stood out as incorruptible and 
their juries as just. But the corrupt politi- 
cians of that State found that so long as the 
judicial system was out of their grasp tae 
doors of the penitentiary were open to them, 
They seduced the people into abolishing the 
system by which Judges were appointed and 
adopting one by which they were elected, and 
thus they controlled them, If the jury sys- 
tem had still been left in the bands of the 
courts it would not have become so disreput- 
able; but for the full development of tne 
scheme for protecting crime it was necessary 
to get hold of the jury éystem, and so they 
took tne selection of jurors from the judicial 
authority and placed it in the hands of a polit- 
ical agency. 

As the jury system is now operated, he con- 
tinued, it acts with hardship upon the best cit- 
izens if they are selected to act, because it 
takes them away from their business without 
any warning. If it could be so arranged that 
the time for. service could be postponed until 
such a man could so arrange his business that 
it would not suffer, while some equally good 
person was selected for immediate service, the 
utility of the system could be increased. Speak- 
ing of the qualifications of jurors in Lilinvis— 
that they must de free from all legal excep- 
ons, of fair character, approved integrity, 
sound judgment, and understand the English 
language—he said that people need not be told 
that with a proper public sentiment behind the 
judiciary there would not bave been any trou- 
bie in the last tweuty years in enforcing the 
letter and spirit of the law. The trouble 
seemed to be in the manner of selecting 
juries. There had been many cases durmg the 
last ive years in Cook County where positive 
evidence of crime had been submitted to 
grand juries which reiused to find bills be- 
cause they bad been. selected by County Com- 
missioners for the purpose, Many times, of pre- 
venting indictments. If any one doubted that 
or thought the statement overdrawn let him 
ask an investigation by the Legis ature and he 
would find it reaily bad not been made broad 
enough. But while the juries in State courts 
bad fallen so badly into disrepute who ever 
heard of a cofrupt grand jury in the Federal 
courts? Hebe the two systems of ‘selecting 
jurors by political and judicial authority were 
shown. In few instances bad it been found 
that jurors selected under the latter authority 
in the United States courts were unfit to per- 
form their duties or open to the charge of cor- 
ruption. As illustrating bis ideas the speaker 
read the followmg bill, which will be submit- 
ted io the Legisiature at its coming session: 

Be it enacted, c.? Sec. 1. That on and after 
the date on which this act shall take effect 
all grand jurors and all petit jurors that may 
be required in any court of record in this 
State shall be selected from the legal voters 
of the county by not less than three 
nor more than five Jury Commissioners, who 
shall be appointed from time to time as occasion 
may require by the Judges of such courts, re- 
spectively. Said Judges shall take care, by the 
proper rules and orders, and by public examina- 
tions to be conducted by them, or under their di- 
rection, that no person who does not possess the 
qualifications required by law shall be impan- 
eled as a grand juror orasa petit juror in any 
case. Said Judges shall take especial care to 
exclude from all grand juries all persons whose 
interests may be affected by the cases to be sub- 
mitted to them for examination. 

Sec. 2. Said Jury Commissioners shall take an 
oath of offiee, and shall be governed by such 
rules and orders as the court may make in rela- 
tion to their duties. And said Commissioners 
shall receive the pay of jurors for the time during 
which they may be employed and such addition- 
al compensation, if any, as the court may approve 
or order paid by the County Board. 

Mr. Bonney then submitted the following 
argument in support of bis bill: 

1. It would take the selection of jurors away 
from a political agency. 

2. It would make the Judges of the courts per- 
sonally responsible for the character of their 
juries. 

3. It would prevent the packing of juries against 
or in favor of any particular interest or faction 
without the direct collusion of the presiding 
Judge. 

4. It leaves the administrative details to be 
regulated by such standing rules or special orders 
as experience may from time to time show to be 
necessary or expedient. 

5. It does not insure its own defeat by loading 
itself down with special provisions that might 
possibly be useful in. Cook County, but which 
— no other county in the State would tol- 
rate. 

6. It isso drawn that in counties where the Coun- 
ty Board is composed of the best men of the com- 
munity the same persons who are now chosen to 
select jurors may be appointed by the Judge to do 
that work. This should prevent any serious op- 

osition from the country members of the Legis- 

ature. 

7. In r the Judges responsible for the 
character ot their jurſes the bill provides the best 

racticable safeguard against a corruption of the 
jury system, 


INDIANA IRON, 


Rich Discoveries Near Denver, 
County. 

WABASH, Ind., Nov. 24.—The rich finds of 
iron and lead ore near Denver, Miami Coupty, 
are attracting hundreds of people there. A 
mining company, with a capital stock of $5,000, 
bas been formed to work the mines. 

The company has leased two eighty-acre 
tracts and two 160-acre tracts of land, allowing 
the Owners 10 per cent of the gross proceeds. 
Land in the vicinity bas risen to 3200 per acre 
in the last few days, and the fever of specula- 
tion is running high. The mining company 
bas aiready been offered $48 a car for its out- 
put by Terfe Haute parties. An extensive 
manufacturer of iron-ore paint from Oneida, 
N. Y., was on the ground today with a view of 
purchasing larrely. 

Yesterday samples of the ore were sent to 
Prof. Edward Orton, State Geologist of Ohio 
for analysis. Experts who bave examined 
the ore estimate that it will yield at least 40 
per cent pure, which is a very good average. 
At ope point on the land leased by the mining 
company there is a bluff eighty rods long 
where Lake Superior ore crups out. The sup- 
ply appears to be inexhaustible. At another 
point near by there is a mound of several 
acres whioh is solid ore. Both the Lake Su- 
perior and Alabama varieties are in sight, 

The existence of these rich veins of ore bas 
been known for years, but no one thought to 
develop them. Lead in abundance is aiso 
found in the. bed of a creek in the neighbor- 
hood. There is a tradition that the Miami In- 
dians obtained lead from this point for their 
bullets. An old hunter named Carlisle for 
years suppiied bullets to all the sportsmen in 
that section from the creek bed, out kept the 
Matter a secret until bis death.

A notice was published in the window 
to the effect that they would be presented to 
the couple that would consent to be married in 
the window. Soarcely bad the notice been put 
up when there were scores of applicants of dil 
nationalities, some of wem being negroes. 
Finally a certain couple was selected, but the 
names were kept strictiy secret and were not 
givon out until after tne ceremony. After the 
marriage over 350 guests were given a banquet 
by the firm. 


PLEURO-PNEUMONIA MATTERS. 


Appraising Cattle to Be Slaughtered—Milk- 
men Indignant—At.the Harvey Farm. 

In all likelihood the Board of Live-Stock 
Commissiouers will take things into their own 
bands early next week and begia the siaugb- 
ter of the infected cattle, Witn the idea of 
still satisfying the distillery milkmen and 
pusbing the killing the Commissioners yester- 
day offered to allow them $4 a head below the 
appraised value if they would send them tothe 
shambies at once. This would enable the 
owners to realize the present beet value of the 
cattle and extra on each one. Both Bow- 
ler aha Flynn declined the proposition, 
and Simon Ryan did the same after 
au interesting interview with the Commissiona- 
ers last evening. The price set by the ap- 
praisers on his cows was $22.90 per bead, while 
he claims that seven persons secured by 
milkmen for the same purpose placed the av- 
erage figure at 888 per head. After declining 
the offer of the board be declared that the 
commission and the appraisers had arranged @ 
clique to beat him out Of a fair price for his 
cattle, and was ordered out of the room by 
Mr. MoObesney. He says that he will pay no 
further attention to the cattle, and that the 
Board of Live-Stock Commissioners can begin 
slaughtering them as soon as they piease, but 
that he will not consent to it, and will at 
once commence a lawsult for the recovery of 
the difference between his own and the board’s 
appraisement, and that ther will become re- 
sponsible for any feed bills that may be due, 
Mr. Ames of the distillery says that Ryan bas 
paid the greater part of the feed bill whicb bas 
accrued since the quarantine began. Although 
the Commissioners will not say 80, there is 
great probability that the money now in the 
State Treasury at their disposal will be expend- 
ed in taking care of and paying for the cattle 
on the premises about the city which have 
been exposed, and that the distillery 
owners by refusing the opportunity 
to slaughter at tmelr own risk will 
find that their cattle Will be siaughtered any- 
way, and they will be left with warrants on tne 
Treasury that can only be paid when the Leg- 
isiature bas made a fresh appropriation. 

The pianos for killing the cattie,sexamining 
them, and placing the healthy meat upon the 
market as rapidly as possible bave about been 
matured, but the actual work will probably 
not commence before next Monday or Tues- 
gay. The appraisers completed the work at 
the Harvey farm yesterday with the following 
results; J. L. Harvey, five head, average $42: 
James Quinn, fifty at $24.80; Thomas Elvey, 
one at $50; Cyrus Palmer, nine at $19.55; Sol- 
omon Kahn, one at $26; Lewis Webb.

Joseph 
Mazeltine was lost in the blizzard Monday night, 
and when found was so badly frozen that ber 
recovery is doubtfal. Her husband is some- 
where in Montana. 

BisMAROK, D. T., Nov. 24.—Ali efforts to find 
Scott, the stage driver who was caught in the 
blizzard of Monday, dave been futile. He is 
now nearly forty hours late, and it is believed 
that he perisitted. At noon yesterday Mail- 
Carrier Yates started out with a driver and 
attendant to look for Scott. There are also 
reports that several miners at Sims were 
frozen durmg the biiazard. A German woman 
and three ouildren escaped death by sitting 
quietly in a cepression of the earth and ailow- 
img snow to forma wall of protection about 
them. Large forges of men are now at work

WRECKED ON AN INHOSPITABLE COAST. 


The Steamer Sulina Runs Upon the Rocks 
on the Shores of Nova Scotia. 

BARRINGTON, N. 8., Nov. 24.—The British 
steamer Sulina, Capt. Potter, from Antwerp 
Nov. 4 for Boston, is ashore at Cape Sabie. 

She struck on a shoal three miles south- 
southeast of Cape Sable light at 2 o'clock res- 
terday afternoon. Alter stranding she began 
to make water. Capt. Potter only decided to 
abandon the vessel when every chance of say- 
ing ber had disappeared. The crew of twenty- 
seven men ianded at Cape Sabie light last 
evening in theirown boats. When the steamer 
was abandoned the engines were under water 
and the seas were breaking over the 
deck. A heavy gaie raged all night, and 
this morning the vessel broke up very 
fast. The news of the catastrophe was 
telograph to Halifax and Yarmouth, and the 
agents of Lloyd's at Yarmouth started for the 
scene of the wreck with a steam tug, but on 
arriving found the steamer completely broken 


up. 

The Sulina was consigned to Christopher 
Furness of Boston. Sue was an iron, topsail 
sohoonerrigged steamer, 301 feet 4 inches 
long, beam 38 feet. She had a gross tonnage 
of 2.379 tons. Her cargo cousisted of from 400 
to 500 tons of rags, 900 tons of iron, 300 tons 
of window-giass, and a large quantity of peet- 
root sugar. Portions of the steamer and the 
cargo are coming asbore. Other disasters are 
thought to have resulted from the gaie last 
night. ~

Big 
Thunder was one ot the most famous chiefs 
of the Crow nation, and his son, White Eagle, 
is said to have been with tue party when the 
accident occurred, The Indians were crossing 
to join a band of their tribe which started out 
to wreak vengeance on the Sioux, who killed ¢ 
number of Crows severai days ago.

Garland, Attorney-General—S1R: I have read the 
correspondence between the President and the 
Hon. M. E. Benton, United States Attorney, 
connected with his restoration to office, in which 
it appears that he was suspended from office for 
his apparent neglect of official duties in making 
campaign speeches. Presumably my suspension 
was ordered for the same reason. I desire there- 
fore to state the facts in my case. I made but 
two speeches prior to the receipt of the or- 

suspension—one at Butler in an 
county the evening of Oct. 
1 and one at Kittanning, a town 
near Pittsburg, the evening of Oct. 2 I did not 
leave Pittsburg for Butler until nearly 4 oc elock 
Oct. I and returned the morning of the zu about 
9o'clock. I left Pittsburg for Kittanning Satur- 
day, Oct. 2, about 5 o'clock p. m., and returned 
the same night. Both of the above dates the 
United States courts here were not in session, 
except a short time inthe morning of enen day 
for ordinary motions. I was in attendance upon 
the courts during their sittings and did not leave 
the city upon either occasion until long after the 
courts had adjourned. Oct. 18 the United States 
District Court began its session at Pitésburg for 
the trial of jury causes. a petit and grand jury 
being in atténdance, From Oct. 2 until Oct, 
18 1 was engaged in the preparation 
of causes for trial, and from Oct. 18 until Oct. 27, 
the date of the receipt of the order of suspension, 
I was engaged in the trial of these causes. Nei- 
ther during this period from Oct, 2 to Oct. 27 nor 
at any other time. did I in any particular neglect 
the duties of my office. These statements may 
be verified by inquiry of any officer of our courts. 
I feel it my duty after reading the correspond- 
ence between the President and Mr. Benton to 
state these facts in justice to myself, and respect- 
fully request that this communication be referred 
to the President. I may also add that I did not 
think that making an occasional campaign 8 h 
to my neighbors, while not neglecting the duties 
of my office, would be a violation af the Presi- 
dent's order of July 10, 1886. Very respectfully, 
your obedient servant, Ww.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, Nov. 23.—The Hon. A. L. 
Garland, Attorney-Genéral—DEAR Str: I have 
read the letter of the 18th inst. written to you by 
William A. Stone, lately suspended from office 
as District Attorney for the Western District of 
Pennsylvania, and the subject matter to which 
it refers has received my careful consideration. 
I shall not impute to the writer any mischievous 
motive in his plainly erroneous assumption that 
his case and that of Mr. Benton, recently sus- 
pended and reinstated, rest upon the same state 
of facts, but prefer to regard his letter as 
containing the best statement possible upon 
the question of his reinstatement. You re- 
member. course, that soon after the 
present Administration was installed, and I think 
nearly a year and ah ago, I considered with 
you certain charges which had been preferred 
against Mr. Stone as a Federal official. You re- 
member, too, that the action we then contem- 
plated was withheld by reason of the excuses and 
explanations of his friends. These excuses and 
explanations induced me to believe that Mr. 
Stone’s retention would insure a faithful per- 
formance of official duty, and that whatever of- 
fensive partisanship he had deemed justifiable in 
other circumstances he would, during his contin- 
vance in office at his request under an Adnfinis- 
tration opposed to him in political creed and pol- 
icy, content himself with a quiet and unobtrusive 
enjoyment of his political privileges. I certainly 
supposed that his sense of propriety would cause 
him to refrain from pursuing such a partisan 
course as would wantonly offend and irritate the 
friends of the Administration, who insisted that 
he should not be retained in office, either be- 
cause of his personal merit or in adherence to 
the methods which have for a long time pre- 
vailed in the distribution of Federal offices. 
the light of a better sytem, and without consider- 


ing his 7. affiliations, Mr. Stone, when per- 


mitted to remain in office, became a part of the 
business organization of the present Administra- 
tion. bound by every obligation of honor to assist 
within his 5 ere in its successful operation. 
This obligation involved not only the proper per- 
of official duty, but a certain 
faith and _ fidelity, 

exacting the least sacrifice political 
principle, forbade active participation in purely 
partisan demonstrations of a pronounced type, 
undertaken for the purpose of advancing parti- 
san interests and conducted upon the avowed 
theory that the administration ‘of the Govern- 
ment was not entitled to the confidence and re- 
spect of the people. There is no dispute what- 
ever concerning the fact that Mr. Stone did join 
others who were campaigning the State of Penn- 
sylvania in opposition to the Administration. It 
appears, too, that he was active and prominent 
with noisy enthusiasm in attendance upon 
at least two large public meetings 
where the speeches were largely devoted 
to abuse and misrepresentation of the 
Administration: that he approved all this and 
actually addressed thefmeetings himself in some- 
what the same strain; that he attended such 
meetings away from his home for the purpose of 
making such addresses; and that he was ad- 
vertised as one of the speakers at each of said 
meetings. I shall accept as true the statement 
of Mr. Stone that the time spent by him in thus 
demonstrating his willingness to hold a profit 
able office at the hands of an Administration 
which he endeavored to discredit with the people, 
and which had overlooked his previous 
offenses, did not result in the neglect of ordinary 
Official duty; but his conduct has brought to 
light such an unfriendliness toward the Ad- 
ministration which he pretends to serve 
and of which he is nominally a pees, and such a 
consequent lack of loyal interest in its success, 
that the safest and surest guaranty of his faith- 
ful service is,in my opinion, entirely wanting. 
His course in itself, such as should not have been 
entered upon while maintaining official relations 
to the Administration, also renews and revives, 
with unmistakable interpretation of their char- 
acter and intent, the mee of offensive parti- 
sanship heretofore made and up to this time held 
in abeyance. Mr. Stone and others of like dis- 
position are not to suppose that party lines are 
80 far obliterated that the administration 
of the Government is to be trusted, 
in places high or low, to those who ssively 
and constantly endeavor unfairly to destroy the 
confidence of the people in the party responsible 
for such Administration. While vicious partisan 
methods should not be allowed for partisan pur- 

ses to degrade or injure the public service, it 
s my belief that nothing tends so much to dis- 
credit our efforts, in the interest of such service, 
to treat fairly and generously the official in- 
cumbency of political opponents as conduct 
such as is here disclosed. The people of this 
country certainly do not require the best results 
of administrative endeavor to be reached with 
such agencies as these. Upon a full considera- 
tion of all I have before me, I am constrained to 
decline the 1 — of Mr. Stone for his rein- 
statement. I inclose his letter with this, and de- 
sire you to acquaint him with my decision,

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A BRAVE WIDOW’'S mogr. 


Her Long Journey in a Wagon with Her 
Seven Children. 


Yesteraay afternoon while the auctioneers 
were snapping their whips and crying the 
horses that negro boys were racing up and 
down the block. between Carr and Wash streets, 
on Broadway (says a St. Louis paper), a span 
of ill-kept ponies—tired, yet determined to do 
their work if it killed them—siouched into the 
excitement drawing a mover's wagon. The 
big, burly fellow on the east side of the street 
stopped short in the midst of a how!; the p!ug- 
batted, whip-cracking ringmaster on the west 
side caugnt the lash up short before it cracked: 
and all gazed at the flapping, ragged cover of 
the vehicle, seeing beneath the frame a load 
of unciad misery. 

A woman was driving the ponies. She 
guided them to the Star Stabies, on the 
west side, and, calling one of the traders, said 
she wished to sell the team. Looking inside 
the wagon the traders who guthered about 
saw seven nearly naked children, a few 
biankets, and a stew-pan, the woman's entire 
vossessions. Wanted to sell berteam? Well, 
where did she come from and where was she 
going? Some questions not weighted with 
delicacy brought out her story. 

Mrs. Laura L. Thomas, that was the woman’s 
name. She had come all the way from Pierce 
County, Wisconsin, in that wagon, a farmer's 
wagon that bad forgotten years ago that 
it bad ever been painted. She is a widow, 
ber husband baving died over a year ago, 
leaving for ber support a farm of eighty 
acres, only seven of wien bad been cultivated 
and op whien a debt of $800 lay. The log bouse 
was not much of a home, and after struggling 
A year to pay the interest on the mortgage 
Mrs. Thomas sold the place, invested a por uon 
ot the proceeds turoug friends in a home in St. 
Andrews, Fla., and started out with the team, 
wagon, and children for that new land where 
summer all the year round might aliow her au 
existence, In thirty-one days she contrived 
to reach St. Louis. Her money was exhaustéd 
then and the weather had become cold. It 
was imposible to go further with the team, so 
sbe had resolved to sell. 

This opened a tab of eloquence in the auc- 
tioneer. He abandoned ail other occupation 
to cry this woman’s outfit. Sbe remained in 
the wagon holding the lines, ber children hud- 
died about ber. The entire outfit was to be 
sold, everything there except the woman and 
children. What was be offered? the auction- 
eer cried. Sam Delaplaine said $45. Some 
one raised bim a dollar. Sam stuck to the 
trade, raising che other bidder. Another sym- 
pathizer in the crowd raised Sam, and so it 
went until at $53.50 the entire outfit, hardly 
wortu baif that sum, was knocked down to 
Delaplaine. As the bidding went ou the woman 
bardly seemed interested, but the children 
were more observant. 

This bardy woman is about 30 years old, ber 
oldest of five boys is 14, and the youngest gir! 
is just 13 months old. She was used to a life 
of work before they were born, and every one 
of the children is a picture of Vigorous bealth. 
Have tney suffered?” she was asked. 

Not a dit. There are chiidren and chi- 
dren, you know. Mine never had much. They 
Dave always been used to a rough life, and 
this trip has been a picnic to them—riding all 
day and camping out ut nights. The weather 
was very pleasant until the last few days, but 
even the cold did nut bother us much.“ 

No, they did not look like children to be 
bothered by anything. They were not accus- 
tomed to many luxuries, and living in a wagon 
is not the kind of giscomfort children object 
to. But their nakedness excited the sympathy 
of every one about the stabies, while the wom- 
an's determination and self-reliance even in 
ber misery excited their admiration. Fifty- 
three dollars would not take ber through to 
Florida, and there was colder weather coming. 
Those shoeless feet would find that last fact 
out before the money became exhausted. 

A subscription paper was started and $26 
was collected lu a few minutes. Then W. H. 
Honig of H. Wells & Co. gave au order for 
shoes and stockings for the entire party. The 
bookkeeper at the Star Stables found them a 
place to board, and this morning took them to 
D. Crawford. His big heart was touched br 
the simple recital of the woman’s story. He 
gave, without permitting her to pay a cent, 
clothes for herself and the two little giris. 
She was then taken to the Famous, and Mr. 
Joseph Specht directed thatshe be given a 
suit of clothes for each of the boys. The 
cierks heard of her hardships and voluntarily 
contributed $10.50 for the benefit of the fam- 
ily. Sotbis noon the chiidren were well and 
warmly ciad. Yesterday they were naked 
nearly, more raggea than the most luckiess 
bootbiack on the streets; now they are as wel! 
clothed as nine out of ten children in the city, 
This afternoon the Mayor was asked to fur- 
nish the woman and ber children with trans- 
portation on her way to Florida. She came to 
the city without a penny and will go away with 
nearly $80, besides the transportation which 
will probably be furnished. 

Few women ever show the grit which 
brought Mrs. Thomas to St. Louis. She is not 
of the mover type—more intelligent, more en- 
ergetic. Toa reporter who taiked with her 
this morning she said: 1 have written for 
the papers—our county papers. And 1 have 
written poetry. 

One would not have thought ber to be a 
poetess yesterday, seeing ber drive those 
shaggy. uncurried ponies; today it is more 
probable. A history of her rde of 800 miles 
through autumn woods with the children and 
bunger for company might be written effect- 
ively. 


SOLD WHEAT THEY DID NOT OWN.

Grain Merchants Indicted in Buffalo for 
Questionable Practices. 

BuFFALO, N. V., Nov. 24.—[Special.|—A sen- 
sation of no mean magoitude was created 
among Board of Trade men today by the leak- 
ing out of a discovery which criminal. y impl. 
catea several members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and a man connected with the Rich- 
mond Elevator. The whole thing was a con- 
spiracy by which a systematic stealing of grain 
has been carried on for several years. A pri- 
vate detective agency was placed in charge of 
the case some time ago, and ‘after much labor 
succeeded in collecting evidence which has 
resulted in the indictment of Johe A. Camp 
bell, untii last week Secretary of the 
new Frontier Elevator, and a member of a grain 
commission firm; of John Kennedy, whose 
firm deals in damaged grain, of Andrew 
Egather of a forwarding and commission firm, 
and of Henry P. Emsiie, a son of the foreman 
of the Richmond Elevator, and employed in 
the elevator. These men have been taken 
quietly before the court, arraigned, and 
liberated on bail. The three first, particularly 
Campbell, are well-known business men, of 
good connection and of good social standing. 
Campbell recently bought a bouse and lot on 
Linwood aveuue, for which it is said be paid 
$30.000. It seems from the stories told that 
there were three conspiracies, and that Ems- 
lie was the only one of the four persons who 
was identified with all the svtealings. With 
each of the other two he had separate and dia- 
tinct understandings. The stealings, though the 
implicated parties say it Was not stealing, have 
been carried on for some three years, and tne 
grain thus taken bas been confined to over- 
runs.” Probably 2.000 bushels a year have 
been thus converted to the use of persons to 
whom it did not in the slightest degree belong. 
Elevator-men fancy that this practice has not 
been confined alone to the Richmond, but vas 
extended to every elevator in the city. Emslie 
has paid over to the management of the ele- 
vator some $1,600, the proceeds of his sales. 
He, it is said, received two-thirds of the prof- 
its on what was sold io this way. and the oth- 
ers the balance. There is no telling us yet 
to whattextent grain bas thus been abstracted. 
The only way that can be learned is by ciean- 
ing out the elevator. balancing tue books, and 
obtaining the difference between the amount 
on band and the amount called for by the

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LO MUST ROOT HOG OR DIE. 


THE OREGON IDEA OF SIMPLE JUSTICE 
AND PUBLIC POLICY, 


Gen. Sheridan’s Scheme to Allot Lands In 
Severaity to the Indians, to Sell the 
Surplus Lands, Create a Trust Fund 
from the Money Realized, and Tarn the 
Interest Over to Them for Their Sup- 
port Receives a Warm Indorsement. 


Portland Oregonian: Gen. Sheridar, in our 
judgment. has solved the Indian problem. so 
far as it is capable at present of solution, when 
he proposes to allot lands in severalty to tue 
Indians, to sell the surplus lands, create a 
trust fund from the money realized, the inter- 
est on which shall be turned over to the In- 
dians for their support. Twenty-six thousand 
square miles would give each family of the 
260,000 Indians a haif secuon of land and 


leave a surplus of 170,000 squere miles, 
Wich, if sold, would produce annually an m- 
come of $4,480,000, exceeding by $660,000 
the entire sum now appropriated for the pay- 
ment of annuities, for subsistence and civili- 
zation. There is no more sense in keeping the 
Indian forever a soup-kitchen pauper than 
there would be in keeping the emancipated 
negro always the ward of the Freedman’s bu- 
reau. We compel the emancipated negro to 
root bog or die.“ and why not the Indian. It 
is the best public policy for the white man 
and the Indian, and is the highest practical 
humanity. The square question is whether 
we will allow the Indian reservations to 
be invaded and occupied by the encroach- 
ing settier, at the risk of tempting the 
white man always to stimulate au Indian war, 
or to sell the surplus lands, after giving each 
Indian family a farm in severalty. . It is but 
natural that the settier should covet choice 
lands which we Indian reservation system 
takes out ot the market without doing any 
adequate good to the Indian. The surplus 
lands are really worthless to the Indian at 
present, and are a dangerous possession be- 
cause they invite invasion ana offer a premi- 
um on the wanton procuration of Indian trou- 
bies. The present policy is bad for the white 
man, bad for the Indian. Let the India de- 
come what the negro is, a citizen, leaving it 
to the State where he is located to settle 
whetner be shail have the suffrage. Extend 
over him the shield of the law. Hang bim for 
murder, imprison him for other crimes, just 
as we do the negro, and punish witb the law 
all lawless white men who steal bis horses or 
murder bis family. Tue interest of the trust 
fund would be sufficient to stock and restock 
the Indian farm with cattle until finally he be- 
came a self-supporting farmer, or disappeared, 
like frost, before the sun of the white civiliza- 
uon. If he died out he would die out in 
justice and humanity, and not as now, 
through injustice and encroacbment. Gen. 
Crook has always argued that the true 
policy was to hoid the Indian to individual re- 
sponsibility under American law, just as he is 
held under Canadian law. Let us stop treat- 
me with the Indians as tribes, stop dealing 
with them as the trampe of the mountains and 
paupers of the plains. The Indian bas made 
improvement enough in the Indian Nation 
since Jacksou transferred thither the Creeks, 
Cherokees, Choctaws, and Chickasaws sq that 
he is a very different being from what be was 
when the Creeks massacred the garrison of 
Fort Mimms and fougut Jaékson in Alabama: 
but whether the Indian survives or perishes 
let him have the fair cbance that Sheridan 
suggests. 

It is not for us to do other with the Indian 
than to cast about bim the sbield of a good 
government; then let bim sink or swim, sur- 
vive or perish, as the negro bastodo. The 
natural order of succession in the rise of bu- 
manity is first the hunter, the exponent of the 
savage instinct of self-preservauon, next the 
herdsman, and next the more versatile 
farmer. We are not called upon to 
decide whether the nomadic Indian hunt- 
er belongs to an inter or., dying race 
or not; but we are called upon, since we as- 
sume to govern him, to give him a chance for 
bis life, and cease supporting him as the bar- 
barian ward and pauper of the nation. The 
Navajoesa, once a most formidable tribe of 
warlike savages, have been reduced to the 
condition of thrifty sheep-farmers and berds- 
men. Try the same experiment with the rest 
of the nomads and let them “root bog or 
die.“ This 18 not pbilanthropy, this is not 
sentimentalism, it is only simpie justice and 
sound public policy. 


POPULAR ERRORS. 


Common Sense Saggestions Concerning 
Diet. 

1. That there is any nutriment in beef tea 
made from extracts. There is none whatever. 

2. Tuat gelatine is nutritious It will not 
keep a cut allve. Beet tea and gelatine, how- 
ever, poseess a certain reparative power, we 
know not what. 

3. That an egg is equal toa pound of meat, 
and that every sick peason can eat eggs. 
Many. especialiy those of nervous or bilious 
temperament, cannot eat them; and to such 
eggs are injurious. 

4. That because milk is an important article 
of food it must be forced upon a patient. 
Food that a person cannot endure will not 
cure. 

5. That arrowroot is nutritious. It is sim- 
ply starch and water, useful as a restorative, 
quickly prepared. 

6. That cheese is injurious in all cases, It 
is, as a rule, contra-indicated, being usually 
indigestible; but it is a concentrated nutri- 
ment and a waste-repairer, and often craved. 

7. That the cravings of a patient are whims 
and should be denied. The stomach often 
needs, craves for, and digests articles not laid 
down in any dietary. Such are, lor example, 
fruit, pickles, jams, cake, bam, or bacon witb 
fat, cheese, butter, and milk. 

8. That an inflexibie diet may be marked out 
which shall apply to every case. Choice of a 
given list of articles allowable in given cases 
must be deciced by the opinion of the stomach. 
The stomach is right and theory wrong, and 
the judgment admits no appeal. 

A diet which would keep a healthy man 
healthy might kill a sick man; and a diet suffi- 
cient to sustain a sick man would not keep a 
well man alive. Increased quantity of food. 
especially of liquids, does not mean increased 
nutriment, rather decrease, since the digestion 
is overtaxed and weakened. Strive to give 
the food in as concentrated a form as possible. 
Consult the patient's stomach in pre ference tu 
bis cravings; and if the stomach rejects a 
certain article do not force it.—Journal of 
Health. 


Gresham for President. 

New York Sun (Dem.): We copy in another 
column an account of a new political move- 
ment which is furnished by the Cummercial- 
Gazette. The idea of this enterprise is to nom- 
inate Judge Gresham of Indiana as the Kepub- 
lican candidate for President, and we learn 
that half a dozen leading Kepublicans held a 
meeting for this purpose last week at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

This idea is by no means without merit. 
Judge Gresham is a first-rate man, entirely 
free from nonsense. He was a good soldier in 
the War, and he has been a good Postmaster- 
General and a good Judge since. He is a Ro- 
publican with Republican notions, some of 
wh ch are objectionable; but it he were elected 
President there is not au American who 
would bave any personal reason to be sorry 
for it. 

But there gis one circumstance which these 
gentlemen seem to have forgotten, and this is 
that nobody has yet suceeeded in getting a 
Judge nominated or elected to the Presidency. 
It has been tried again and again, perhaps not 
with men in every respect as well qualified and 
as wortby as Judge Gresham: but at any rate 
the effort has always failed. The veople o1 
this country hke to leave their Judges on the 
bench, and when they want a Governor ora 
President they do not go to the bench to find 
uim. 

Ot course, the one great point in this move- 
ment is to get rid of the necessity of nominat- 
ing Mr. Blaine. Tais is no affair of ours, but 
we are bound to say that the job is not so easy 
as its authors may fancy. 


A Yale Protessor Seriously Injured, 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 24.—It did not be- 
come known here until yesterday that Prof. 
Henry C. Kingsiey, Treasurer of Yale College, 
one of the oldest attachés of that institution, 
was nearly killed in an accident Friday last. 
He was driving on Church street when a coal- 
cart ran into bis carriage and threw bim out 
in such a way as to break two of his ribs, 
cause a contusion above bis hipbone, and in- 
flict other injuries. He was taken to his home, 
where be now ies in a dangerous condition. 
Dr. Russell, who is attending him, said yester- 
day that be had hopes of bis patient's recov- 
ery, but that, owing to his advanced years and 
the nature of bis injuries, there was wuch 
danger.

THE ORDER OF DINING. Stee 


1 Fish Should Come After the Roast, as in 


France. 

Very few people in this country, or, from 
what I read, in England, understand the dit- 
ference between entrées and entremets, and 
yet the whole French arrangement of dinner, 
which has beea exquisitly thought out and car- 
ried to the perfection of artistic taste, entirely 
depends on it. The English dinner proper, 
and the American, which has adopted 
@ number of its evil legacies and 
vices, cannot for a moment compare with 
it for fine artistic feeling. The order of 
un Englisb dinner and of au American, which 
has inherited the English order, and with 
which 1 have nearly always of necessity been 
compelled to comply, is that after the soup 
the dinner must begin with fish, which is 
never to appear afterward unless in the form 
of fried oystera, which Mr. Sam Ward was 
tond of introducing into bis menus, or of lob- 
ster or crab or sbrimp salad, when game is 
out of season. This rule, it is but just to say, 
belonged to the French order of service in the 
good old days, and Caréme, when he under- 
took to rearrange the order of dinner, did not 
dare to put the old order aside on great oc- 
casions. He contined the new and natural 
order—and thé natural is always the best—to 
small, select dinners, as I (if I can venture to 
name myself alongside so great an artist) was 
Oobliged to do to little parties of accomplished 
diners at the Manhactan, composed of men 
like Mr. Parish, Mr. Sam Ward, Mr. Stuart, 
Mr. Hurlbert, and a few others. The aphor- 
ism of Brillat-Savarin is not to be disputed, 
that the natural progression of dishes should 
be from the more substautial to the light, 
dehcate, and esthetic plat fin. Fish is, of 
course, unless it be such rich and heavy fishes 
as the salmon or the turbot when 
found here, or perhaps sbeepshead— 
halibut is not served at good din- 
ners—far more delicate and unsubstantial 
than meat, yet it is always assailed rst in 
English and American dinners, at the very 
opening of the dinner, when the appetite is in 
its highest and most devouring Vigor, and ro 
one ever dreams, except at such litte dinners 
as I have spoken of, of seeing, expecting, or 
asking tor fisn—if be did he would be outlawed 
—at those later periods when it would more 
properly come in, when the grosser appetite 
bad been satisfied and felt desirous in its full- 
ness of toying witb light and graceful food. 
The idea of the English dinners and the 
American is that the guests are to work 
up their way through a series of light 
dishes to the great teature of the dinner—the 
buunch of venison, the saddle of wutton, or 
sirloin of beef—the crown ot the dinner—the 
joint! The fish and light dishes are but the 
introduction to the dance, the canter before 
the race. ‘this may be pleasant in metaphor, 
but it ia not in practice. ‘bere are innumer- 
able objections to tuls system, smong which 
may be counted that there are many of dam- 
aged digestion, who are unable to eat of mude 
dishes and are obliged to wait for an bour 


for the comimg of the plain piece de 
résistance. But the greatest of ali, ar- 
tistically, is that this dish is invariably

JAY GOULD’S METHODS. 


His Audacity in Declaring a Stock Fraud- 
ulent After Purchase. 

New York Herald: “One reason why I am 
no longer a director of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company.“ said Mr. Frank Work, 
ig because I objected to baum Mr. Jay 
Gould defraud my customers. When it is nec 
essary to countenance such a po.icy as Mr. 
Gould’s repudiation of American Cable stock 
I think it is time to get out of the board.“ 

A Herald reporter found the well-known 
broker at Delmonico’s last night, and showed 
him the statement which President Norvin 
Green of the Western Union made public yes- 
terday afternoon as to Mr. Work's differences 
with Mr. Gould. 

Ever since the recent annual election of 
Western Union directors, when Mr. Work's 
name was not put up for reélection, Wali street 


bas gossiped about Mr. Work's retirement, 
which, as it was generally understood, resuited 
from the company’s refusal to recognize shares 
of the American Cabie stock which Work, 
Strong & Co. beld. The shares were part of 
those stolen from Henry Day, the lawyer, of 
Lord, Day & Lord, two years ago by his de- 
faulting clerk, Scovil, who disposed of them 
by forging Mr. Day's name to the assignments. 
Work. Strong & Co. “'s customers were the inno- 
cent holders of these certificates. 

Mr. Work smiled when be bad read Dr. 
Green's statement. Dr. Green bas not told 
the whole story.“ be said. Wen we bought 
the stock we took it to the Western Union 
office. They transferred it to our name and 
paid dividends on it fortwo years. Then Mr. 
Gould suddenly notified us that the stock had 
deen frauduientiy transferred from the pos- 
session of Mr. Day and, refused to recognize 
it. The audacity of this was characteristic of 
Mr: Gould. No man could safely do business 
in Wall street or anywhere if such a thing as 
this were to be tolerated. You buy a stock, 
take it to the office of the company which 
issued it—the only authority you can go to— 
they indorse it and pay dividends on it, and 
then two years later. or five perhaps, long 
after you have paid for it, they suddenly in- 
form you that the stock is fraudulent and re- 
pudiated, What safety is there in business if 
such practice as that prevails? 

“I went to Mr. Gould and showed bim not 
only the dishonesty of such un act, but its 
folly as a matter of business policy. He re- 
fused to reconsider. and I told him that the 
Stock Exchange would strike the American 
Cable stock from the list, for no man could 
sately deal in it. ‘The Stock Exchange did so, 
and the shares are no longer dealt in there, 
nor will they be as loug as Mr. Gouid chooses 
to repudiate them. 

“I bave sued Gould and I will fight him to 
the end. The money involved is nothing to 
me—our firm would not lose it; it would be 
our customers who would suffer. I have sold 
all my Western Union stock—2, 100 shares -und 
lam out of the board. I was seated at my 
desk writing my refusal to serve in this year's 
directory when 1 received word that I 
was not to be renominated. But it Dr. Green 
imagines, as he says, that lam ‘incensed,’ he 
never made a greater mistake. 1 told Gould 
that I would do two things—first, nave Ameri- 
can Cable stricken off the Stock Exchange list. 
and, second, that I would make him pay for 
the stock. The first I have done and the sec- 
ond I shail do when my suit is tried. The de- 
cisions of which Dr. Green speaks were in 
Henry Day’s suits against them, not mine. 
Jay Gould needs to be taught a lesson, and he 
is going to get it. It has hurt bim very much 
to have his pet stock no longer dealt in at the 
exchange. It will burt bim still more to have 
to go back on bis policy of repudiation,”’

DEATH OF FRANCIS PALMS. 
MICHIGAN'S RICHEST MAN GONE TO 
HIS FINAL REST. 


Heart-Disease and General Debility the 
Causes of His Demise—An Estate Valued 
at $20,000,000 Left by Him—The Body 
of H. M. Hoxie to Be Interred in Des 
Moines — Moncure Conway's Son De- 
ceased—Death of William 8. Gilbert in 
San Francisco. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 24.—|Special.]—Fran- 
cis Palms, one of the oldest and wealtbiest 
residents of Detroit, died this morning at bis 
residence on Jefferson avenue of heart affec- 
tiop and general debility. He was 76 years 
old, bat had not been confined the house. 
He was in bis office at work yes ay morn- 
ing. Mr. Palms has been a devout Catholic of 
late years, and nad begn prepared for death 
two orthree days ago, his spiritual advisers 
baving foreseen trom the examples of Mrs. 
Campau, his sister, apd Louis Palms, his 


brother, that death was liabie to come sud- 
denly. ‘ 


[Francis Palms was born at Antwerp, Bel- 
um, Dec. 10, 1810. He was the second son in a 
— * family. His father was a miller and car- 

ried on @ large business throughout his native 
country. Mr. Palms Sr. had contracts to furnish 
the great armies of the first Napoleon with flour 
and provender during the Napoleonic wars. The 
family was in high standing at court and in busi- 
ness Circles of those times. The fall of the Em- 
pire carried down with it the wealth of the Palmses 
and resulted in making them very poor. This 
decided the father to emigrate to America with 
his family, which he did about the year 1832. 
Seon after arriving in this country the family, 
with the exception of one son, settled in Detroit. 
Francis found employment in the store of & 
man of the name of Goodwin. He did not 
remain long with him, but soon started 
out on his own account in the manufacture 
of linseed oil, in a small way, at the corner 
of the Gratiot road and Antoine street. This con- 
tinued until 1837, which year found him a clerk 
in the employ of Franklin Moore. Associated 
with him was George Foote, who now resides at 
No. 323 Lafayette avenue. Three years after his 
entrance as clerk he was, togejher with Me. 
Foote, taken into partnership, and the firm be- 
came F. Moore 0. 

Mr. Palms married for his first wife a Miss 
Bennett, a young lady of high standing and re- 
markable gifts. The issue of this marriage was 
one son, Francis F. Palms, who has been for the 
last five years his father’s private secretary. 
Mr. Palms’ wife died soon after the birth of the 
child. About three years after the death of his 
wife Mr. Palms married the daughter of Joseph 
Campau. This marriage ledto the estrangement 
of the father from his young son, who was sent to 
New Orleans and placed in the care of Mr. Palms’ 
sisters there. The father did not see his son 
from the time he was 4 years old until about five 
years ago, when he went South, found him, and 
brought him to this city. The son has a family 
of seven fine children and resides at No. 164 Con- 
gress street, east. 

Mr. Palms had one child by his second wife, a 
daughter, Clothilde, to whom at ane time it was 
widely reported that Senator Jones had been 
1 attention. b 

Mr. Palms was a man of education and a wide 
reader. He was economical in all his private 
and business matters, but not penurious. He 
believed in all the substantials of life, but in few 
of the luxuries. It is said of him that when he 
went into any enterprise he went in to stay, and 
as long as money was needed his purse was 
always open to carry it on successfully. He was 
a very modest and unassuming man, and no one 
would be aware from his manner or car- 
riage that he was the richest man in Michi- 
gan. Among his property in this city is num- 
bered the handsome block occupied by Edson, 
Moore & Co., corner Jefferson avenue and Bates 
street; the block occupied by Heavenrich Bros., 
on Jefferson avenue; also the block on the cor- 
ner of Jefferson avenue and Shelby street. Two 
immense blocks on Gratiot avenue also formed a 

art of his real estate in Detroit. What he owned 

n Detroit is but a handful, however, compared 

with the pine and farming lands, business blocks. 
and houses which were his in nearly every county 
in the State. He had been the President of the 
People’s — Bank since its organization, 
and was largely interested in many other corpora- 
tions. Itis said of him that he probably never 
owed a dollar in his life, always paying cash. As 
to the value of his estate no one can give an ex- 
act estimate, but those associated with him in 
business put the figures between $20,000,000 and 
$25,000,000, } 


Mr. Hoxie’s Burial Place. 

Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 24.—The body of H. 
M. Hoxie will be brought bere for burial! be- 
side that of his son in Greenwood Cemetery. 
The funeral will occur Saturdar. Mr. Hoxie 
spent bis youth and was married here. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 24.—General Superin- 
tendent Kerrigan of the Missouri Pacific Kail- 
road has issued a notice to the employés ia 
which be says: As a testimoufal of respect 
on the part of this company to the memory of 
Mr. Hoxie and bis great service, and as a mark 
of esteem on the part of his associates and 
ewployés, the offices and shops of the com- 
pany will be closed the day of bis funeral.“ 

New York, Nov. 24.—The body of Vice-. 
President Herbert M. Hoxie was embalmed to- 
day, and this evening was placed in a special 
car on the New Vork Central Railroad, which 
left for Des Moines, la., where the funeral 
services will take place Friday. Mrs. Hoxie 
and Capt. K. 8. Hayes accompanied the re- 
mains. ¢

THE BLUE LAWS IN BOSTON. 


No Arrests Yet Made for Violating the 
Sabbath. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 22.—The fifteen police 
divisions reported to Superintendent Small 
this morum 125 violations of the Sunday blue 
laws, a romarkably small number, which shows 
the very general unanimity with which the 


storekeepers and barbers obeyed the mandate’ 


of the Board of Police. It was very generally 
anticipated that the cases against the Sabbath- 
breakers would come up in the municipal 
courts this forenoon. Such was not the case, 
however. No arrests were made, the police 
authorities simply appearing in court to ask 
for warrants against these Violators of Puri- 
tanical precepts. All day the officers waited 
in court to secure their warrants, but the mu- 


nicipal boppers were too busy grinding out 
the customary Monday grist, and the matter 
was postponed to tomorrow. 

At the regular Monday meeting of ministers 
today the orthodox clergymen expressed great 
pleasure at the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, and the Baptists and Methodists gave 
expression to this feeling by adoption ot reso- 
lutions commending the efforts of the city 
officials to give us a quiet and orderiy Lord's 
day, as the Baptists expressed it, and to 
restore the tranquillity and sanctity of our 
New England Sabbath, as the Methodists had 
it. Yet it would be extremely difficult for any 
one to demonstrate wherein yesterday was an 
improvement over previous Sundays io this 
direction. Arrests for drunkenness and dis- 
turbmg the peace were no fewer in number 
than the average Sunday, and no especial 
effort was made to curb the illegal sale of 
intoxicants, always carried on freely in some 
sections of the city. Ministers of other de- 
nominations made no formal mention on the 
subject.

As 
the engineer in question is friendly to 
the enterprise, and is anxious that it should 
be finished, the “truth” which he tells 
is of more than ordinary significance. 
Herr Beyeler says that only 16,000,000 of the 
total of 150,000,000 cubic metres of earth to 
be excavated have thus far. been taken out; 
that there have been expended up to date 
more than $107,000,000; that much of this 
money has been wasted both by stupidity and 
by dishonesty ; that some of the machinery 


purchased in Europe is of no account, aud 
satisfaction of any unprejudiced man that 


that much more of it nas been irreparably 
damaged; that it will take fully ten years 
longer to complete the work, and that it will 
cost, when completed, at least 8600, 000, 000. 
or five times as much as M. de Lesseps esti- 
mated. In spite of all these obstacles Herr 
Beyeler hopes that other countries will help

ularly mentions the United States. The in-

THANKSGIVING. 

The National anniversary of gratitude to 
divine Providence has once more come round, 
bringing with it ample reasons why all rea- 
sonable people should not only be grateful, 
but even more grateful than has been their 
wont for a year or two. ‘There is always 
room for the giving of thanks every day in 
the year that things are no worse, O, my 
sire,” as the Prime Minister of George III. 
remarked to his Majesty; but as human nat- 
ure is now constituted every-day gratitude is 
not conspicuons, and it is only on one day of 
the year that time can be spared for the 
giving of thanks. Even then it is question- 
able whether people would stop to render 
their thank-offerings were it not for the 
quasi-compulsion of official notice and the 
extra inducement of well-laden tables. 

On this particular Thanksgiving-Day, or- 
dered by the President and echoed by the 
Governors, there is reason to be specially 
grateful. The country is more prosperous 
than it was last year. There are far fewer 
people suffering from want. The harvests 
have been ampler. Money is more plenty 
and easier to be had. Notwithstanding the 
discontent of ** Labor” and the snarls of the 
Socialistic pack, who would never be content 
with anything but the destruction of every- 
thing, the people of the country are happier. 
There is not a speck of cloud in the sky to 
menace the public peace. While other lands 
have been ravaged by pestilence our own 
was never healthier. Democrats and mug- 
wumps will be thankful for their reform 
President and his Administration—the one 
that the offices at last are coming to them 
with a rush, the other that the President has 
turned out no worse. Republicans will be 
thankful for the election which but for a 
few slip-ups. would have ousted the Demo- 
crats from power in Congress. In this city 
and county Republicans have peculiar rea- 
sons to be thankful for the conspicuous man- 
ner in which they wiped out some of the 
demagogs and political bummers. All good 
citizens will also be thankful that under the 
new law they can have honest elections, and 
that it will soon be possible to shake off the 
city’s principal municipal calamity— The 
Best.“ 


Notwithstanding all the incentives to grat- 
itude there are some people who will not 
give thanks. There are certain classes of 
laborers who are discontented, sullen, and 
ungrateful, though thousands of them 
have every reason to be grateful that they 
are living in @ eountry which gives them 
more rational freedom, larger privileges, 
twice to thrice the wages, more to eat and 
better food at cheaper prices, better clothes, 
and more comfortable homes than they had 
in the countries they came from. In some 
trades a day’s earnings will buy a barrel of 
flour. Instead of meat one day in a week, as 
they had in Europe, they can have it every 
day in the week if they don’t squander their 
earnings for liquor. If they let whisky 
alone and save their wages they can have 
cottages of theirown. This class of laborers 
is not thankful, and probably never will be, 
for the reason that they want what they can 
néver have. The Anarchistic-Socialists, of 
course, will not give thanks, as they see 
nothing to be thankful for in the vision of 
any community that worships God, respects 
and obeys law, lives in peace, acknowledges 
the rights of all its members, works industri- 
ously, protects the marriage tie, saves its 
earnings, and tries to get on in the world. 
Were Socialism to prevail there could be no 
such thing as the celebration of, Thanksgiv- 
ing in one’s own home with one’s own tur- 
key. 

There will not be much gratitude today 
expressed by these two classes; but all others 
may and should be thankful. The farmers 
should return thanks for the splendid sea- 
son which has not only given them abundant 
crops, but perfect days for harvesting and 
getting their produce to market. The con- 
sumers should return thanks that everything 
is cheap. The strikers should return thanks 
that they are back to work again and that 
they did not succeed in destroying the busi- 
ness that supported them] by driving it away 
from here, necessitating their own emigra- 
tion in quest of means of subsistence. Mer- 
chants should return thanks for good trade. 
The religiously-disposed should return thanks 
for the prosperity of the churches as shown 
in the great conventions of the year, and 
that the heathen are going to have a chance 
hereafter. The children of the world should 
return thanks for plenty to eat, and drink, 
and wear on this holiday. As good old Dr. 
Doddridge said: ‘‘If you are poor be thank- 
ful you are not sick. If you are sick be 
thankful that you are not poor. If you are 
both poor and sick be thankful that you ars 
not deprived of friends.“

THE DEPOT FOR INDIAN SUPPLIES, 

It was stated yesterday in our advices from 
‘the National Capital that the claims of Chi- 
cago to be the most sultable place for the 
location of an Indian warehouse and supply 
depot will be heard in Washington next Sat- 
urday. It was also intimated as possible 
that the said claims will go by default, as no 
one had been named as ready to urge them 
before the Commissioner. The matter seems 
to have been neglected up to the eleventh 
hour, the delay furnishing another one of 
many illustrations of the truth that what 
is everybody's business is nobody’s business.“ 
But it was announced later in the day that 
the President of our Board of ‘Trade had 
supplied the omission by appointing a com- 
mittee to proceed to Washington and there 
represent the board on behalf of the city. 
‘Thanks to this action, it need not be feared 
that Chicago’s claims will be ignored for 
want of being stated in competition with 
those of St. Louis, Kansas City, and New 
York, 

It should not be difficult to prove to the 


| Chieago possesses advantages that are equaled 
by no other place, and that for this reason 
she ought to be selected in preference to any 
other as the site for the proposed depot. 
Especially is this true in comparison with 
any Eastern point that could be named. 
Many of our readers may not be aware that 
for many months the prices of domestic dry 
goods bave been precisely the same here as 
in New York, with no allowance made for 
freight. The Southern mills serve merchants 
in the two cities on equal terms, and those 
in New England are obliged in self-defense 
to-do the same, as otherwise they would 
lose their Western patronage. And the 
mills of the West have risen into no small 
importance, the excellence of their products 
being very attractive to buyers. In woolen

position, as nearly all the raw material for 
both must be obtained by Eastern manufact- 
urers from the West, and in regard to the 
latter a radical change is being wrought by | 
the growth of the dressed-beef — 
Hitherto rather large supplies of hides have 
been obtained on the seaboard from Western 
cattle killed there after a rail journey on the 
hoot. Now the meat is going to the coast in 
refrigerator-cars, and the hide is left behind, 
unless it be carried in a separate vehicle. 
Chicago is already the second manufacturing 
point in the United States for boots and shoes, 
and the change referred to favors a speedy 
rising to the first place, as the making of the 
goods here for Western consumption saves 
freight on the material both ways, which 
makes much more than amends for a slight 
difference in the wage scale. It 18 self-evi- 
dent that a similar argument applies to all 
descriptions of food, both animal and vege- 
table, that are or ought to be furnished to 
the Indians. ‘There is neither sense nor rea- 
son, and certainly an utter lack of economy, 
in sending flour and meat from the West to 
the Atlantic coast, and then hurling it back 
across the continent to the copper-colored 
wards of the Nation” near the bases of the 
Rocky Mountains. 


WATTERSON AT HOME. 

Mr. Henri Watterson, fresh from his tour 
on the contenong and not yet reaccus- 
tomed to the exhilarating air and very exhil- 
arating beverages of his native Kentucky, 
has undertaken a criticism of THe Trin- 
UNE’s comments on the speeches of ex-Sen- 
ator McDonald and Senator Beck at the re- 
cent Iroquois banquet. Clearly Henri was 


tique in question. He has been held to ac- 
count for many political vagaries, but strely 
no graver political sin can be charged against 
him than trying to cut off nearly the whole 
Northern wing of the Democratic party. But 
that is just what he has been doing. Com- 
menting on the defeat of the Morrison hori- 
zontal bill, he charges it to a Republican 
[Randall] disguised as a Democrat and a 
handful of Democrats who ought to join the 
Republican party.” Are forty Democratic 
members a handful”? The, Democratic 
leader to whom he refers is being frequently 
mentioned as the next candidate of the Dem- 
ocratic party for the Presidency of the United 
States. He is the candidate now of the 
ablest and most consistent of the East- 
ern Democratic journals, the New York 
Sun, for that high office. He is 
the representative of the vast majority 
of the Democrats of New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, and New York, whose Elect- 
oral vote is necessary, with that of the 
solid South, to elect any Democratic candi- 
date to the Presidency—even to secure the 
nomination of a candidate in a Democratic 
convention. Does the fiery Kentucky editor 
remember how eager the Clevelandites were 
to obtain Samuel Jackson Randall’s support 
in the Chicago Democratic Convention ? 

And the forty Democrats who voted against 
Morrison’s bill represent nearly all the Dem- 
ocratic districts east of the Alleghenies. The 
great Democratic City of New York,’ the 
Democratie districts of Brooklyn, Chicago, 
and Cleveland, supported Randall, through 
their Representatives, against Watterson’s 
Egyptian neighbor. Mr. Watterson’s attempt 
to defend the lame and spavined eulogy of 
Democratic rule by ex-Senator McDonald is 
too absurd for anything. McDonald could 
point to no “benefits of Democratic rule“ 
during the present Administration. He men- 
daciously attempted to impose on his audience 
by referring to a fictitious saving of $25,000,- 
000 as one. Ture TRIBUNE showed the 
absurdity of the claim. Mr. Watterson’s re- 
ply is a tirade couched in Kentucky rhetoric. 
Tux Tame said that if there were any 
benefits of Demoeratic rule” which could 
be referred to to the satisfaction of the lro- 
quois banqueters McDonald should have 
gone back to the old days of Jimmy Buchan- 
an. But Watterson's reply to this is that 
Jefferson Davis has no more to do with 
Grover Cleveland in person and idea than 
Julius Cesar.’”’ But what more has Cleve- 
land done to cut down superfluous taxes 
than Sam Randall or his party in Congress? 
Nothing. And this reminds us, too, that 
several score of the frlends and admirers ot 
Jefferson Davis have much to do with Cleve- 
land. Some of them sit with him at the 
Cabinet table. It may be added that Sam- 
uel Jackson Randall, whom Watterson so 
boldly denounces, is a more potent influence 
with the Democratic Administration than 
the Louisville editor, 


BLAINE AND EDMUNDS. 

The mugwump press is greatly agitated 
over Mr. Blaine’s refusal to shake hands 
with Edmunds when the two met at the fu- 
neral of ex-President Arthur. According to 
the accounts apparently most trustworthy 
Edmunds rose from his seat when Blaine 
entered the room and extended his hand, 
saying Good morning, Mr. Blaine”—a 
greeting which was recognized only by a 
stiff bow and a refusal to take the proffered 
hand. So far as the mere question of etiquet 
is concerned, if may be observed that gen- 
eral handshaking and other displays of effu- 
sive cordiality are not customary in the 
presence of the dead, and even friends 
when in the house of mourning usually 
greet each other, if at all, only 
with a slight bow of recognition. It 
seems rather remarkable, therefore, that Ed- 
munds should seize such an occasion for a 
demonstration of pretended cordiality to- 
wards a man he had so recently calumniated 
and insulted—-a display wholly inappropriate 
and hypocritical to the last degree. A funeral 
was no place for such a performance. Mr. 
Edmunds violated the proprieties in thrust- 
ing his offensive hypocrisy on Mr. Blaine at 
such a time, and he received from the latter 
only the treatment demanded by self-respect. 

Edmunds has been an implacable, back- 
biting enemy of Blaine for years, and has 
even repudiated party obligations in order to 
satisfy his malice. Within a fortnight Ed- 
munds has caused to be published a letter in 
which he assails Mr, Blaine with studied 
insults, and proves that for years past 
he (Edmunds) has lost no opportunity 
to stab Biaine in the back and libel him in 
public and in private. Had Mr. Blaine ac- 
cepted and returned Edmunds’ greeting every 
mugwump vaper in the country would have 
denounced the act as one of servile hypocrisy 
on Blaine's part, and cited it as proof that 
Blaine in his eagerness to become President 
was willing to humble himself before his de- 
famer, instead of resenting an insult as be- 
came aman. In that event even the penny 
organ of mugwumpism in Chicago would 
have raised its squeak about ‘a lickspittle 
politician taking the hand of his libeler and 
crushing his sense of self-respect in the hope 
of gaining votes.” Blaine would have been 
pictured as a conscienceless demagog 
smiling upon his traducers and willing to 
enact a scene of transparent hypocrisy 
even in the presence of the dead. Was 
it in the hope of producing such a 
scene that Edmunds ventured at Arthur’s 
fuveral to extend a pharisaical greeting he 


would not have dared offer Mr. Blaine else-

| where? Did he think Mr. Blaine was at last 


in a vosltion Where he could not resent an 
insult, but might compelled to act the 
hypocrit before his ? Did Edmunds 
expect to furnish the mugwump press another 
text? Such seems to be the only explana- 
tion of his unseemly conduct, but to his dis- 
comfiture he found Mr. Blaine still able to 
reject the insult in the only manner the elr- 
cumstances permitted and to preserve his 
self-respect by refusing to imitate the hy poo- 
risy of his calumniator. Edmunds richly de- 
served the rebuke he received, and under the 
circumstances Mr. Blaine was fully justified 
in administering it precisely as he did. 


TAXING DEBTS. 

A committee consisting of the notorious 
George Schilling, the no less notorious 
„Tommy“ Morgan, William Gleeson, 
Belz of the Arbeiter-Zeitung, and R. 
C. Owens submitted the day before 
yesterday to a committee representing 
the Union League Club, the Iroquois Club, 
the Citizens’ Association, and the Com- 
mercial Club a program of what they con- 
sider necessary legislation in the interest of 
the laboring man. Except as regards a few 
minor particulars the existing laws govern 
eyery one of those projects, but the five 
„walking delegates” have spent so much of 
the time since they were imported from 
Great Britain and Germany in stirring up 
strife among American workingmen that 
they had none to spare to consult the Illinois 
statutes. The first proposition of the agi- 
tators is the only one worthy of considera- 
tion. It proposes— 


to compel an honest taxation of property, real 
and personal, including bank stocks and de- 


. posits, securities, and similar properties. 


There is a law governing this now. If 
property is,not honestly taxed it is the fault 
of the Ass&ssors or of the provisions of it op- 
posed to public policy whieh are allowed to 
fall into “innocuous desuetude.” ‘The great- 
est fault is found with the assessment of 
tangible personal property. A great deal 
is omitted, and in most cases the 
whole of the personal property of 
the wage-working people, because of 
the strong public feeling against taxing 
the household effects and homes of the poor. 
The stock of the National 
heavily taxed in proportion to its value than 
perhaps almost any other kind of personalty, 
and the complaints of the bankers on this 
point are not without merit. Private bankers, 
who are not numerous, evade the tax through 
a technicality in the law which it is almost 
impossible to guard against. They claim to 
convert their capital into Federal securities, 
which are exempt from taxation, at the time 
provided by law for assessments. 

When the walking delegates” come to 
propose a tax on ‘‘deposits, securities, and 
similar properties” they strike directly at 
the interest of the class they pretend to rep- 
resent, besides attempting todo an imprac- 
ticable thing. The deposits may be made in 
greenbacks, which, having been held by the 
Supreme Court of the United States to be 
securities of the Nation, are exempt on the 
ground of the manifest impolicy of allowing 
the State and Municipal Governments to 
assail the National credit by tax- 
ing its debts and thereby impair- 
ing its power to Borrow money and 
forcing it to pay high rates of interest. 
But if such deposits were not exempted 
from taxation by reason of being greenbacks 
what would be the sense in taxing them? 
The attempt would cause the owners to with- 
draw the money from the banks and thus 
deprive the borrowing public from the need- 
ed use of the money, for depositors will 
never consent to make public the amount of 
money they may have on deposit besides 
paying tax on their idle funds which are 
earning them nothing. But the walking 
delegates” think it would be a smart thing 
to do to establish an inquisition so as to 
make public’ the exact amount of money 
each person has on deposit. The depositors 
who would have to pay most would be those 
who put their money into savings banks, and 
they are mostly wageworking people whom 
the Schillings. et al. affect to serve. The 
money the laboring classes loan to the sav- 
ings banks is usually loaned out on real- 
estate security. The real estate in which it 
is invested bears a tax. Would those po- 
litical economists propose to tax the money 
and its value as well? 

But perhaps that which would press hard- 
est on the working people would be the tax 
on securities.“ The securities referred to 
are notes given for the purchase of homes, 
mortgages on real estate, and chattel mort- 
gages on personal property to raise money. 
The borrowers in those cases would have to 
bear the burden of taxation in the shape of 
additional interest. The mechanic who is 
paying for a home, a lot, or for his house- 
hold furniture on interest-bearing install- 
ments would have to pay a higher rate if the 
real-estate owner, the fprniture-dealer, or 
the money-loaner had to pay a tax on the 
notes received for the money loaned to the 
borrowers. Instead of having to pay 5 or 6 
per cent, as now, the debtors would haye to 
pay 7 or 8 per cent, and perhaps more. 

The general opinion is opposed to taxing 
debts for the sufficient reason that it would 
really amount to a tax on debtors, who are 
not in a position to stand it. But what do 
such political tramps as Schilling, Gleeson, 
Owens, Morgan, and Belz care about public 
opinion or the interests of the debtor classes? 


JURY REFORM BY GENERAL LAW. 

The bill embodied in Mr. Bonney’s com- 
munication on jury reform, published in to- 
day’s TRInU Nx, has the merit of simplicity 
and of perfect conformity to the constitu- 
tional prohibition of special legislation. 
There is in it neither ambiguity nor circum- 
locution. It also has in its favor the fact of 
substantial conformity to the jury system of 
the Federal courts—a system which has de 
veloped no scandals and has been highly 
satisfactory in its practical workings through- 
out the country. But, as Mr. Bonney perti- 
nently observes, this bill isso drawn that in 
counties where the County Boards are com- 
posed of the best men of the community the 
same persons can be appointed and probably 
will be by the Judge to do the work as by 
those upon whom the law now imposes the 
duty. This should obviate what would be 
the most serious objection by country mem- 
bers of the Legislature to any change in the 
present system, while at the same time mak- 
ing it easy to secure juries entirely inde- 
pendent of the boards whenever there is the 
slightest suspicion of crookedness. 

No doubt the chief abuses of the power of 
County Boards to make jury lists have been 
in Cook County, but it is hardly possible 
that they have been confined to it. There 
are 102 such boards in the State, and are we to 
suppose that they are all honest and straight, 
with one solitary exception? The most 
scantdlalous corruption in the entire history 
of Illinois, the Mont Blane which towers 
aboye anything in Cook County, was the 
Macoupin Court-House steal. The lapse of 
many years has not cast that meuntain into 
the sea of forgetfulness, nor has the county 
itself recovered from the blight of it. We 
could name other counties which have suf- 
fered, only ina less degree, from County-

Board crookedness, Every County Board 
in Illinois ought to be under the wholesome 
restraints of constant liability to investiga- 
tion by a graud jury and trial by a petit 
jury, both chosen entirely ihdependent of 
the boards themselves. We lay this down 
as a general proposition and challenge for it 
the critical attention of the menibers-elect of 
the General Assembly outside of Cook 
County as well as in. There is a radical 
defect in our present. jury system, the cases 
of Cook and Macoupin, although exception- 
al, serving as illustrations of a general lia- 
bility to abuse in the discharge of a fiduciary 
county trust. 

The amount of public revenue raised for 
county purposes and expended by County 
Boards is much larger than is usually sup 
posed, Under our State Revenue law the 
amount of all taxes to be raised annually for 
county purposes is limited by statute to 75 
cents on $100 valuation, with two exceptions— 
first, except what may be necessary to the 
payment of the indebtedness existing at the 
adoption of the present Constitution (1870) ; 
and second, unless more is authorized by a 
vote of the people of the county. The 
County Boards of the respective counties de- 
termine whether that maximum limit shall 
be levied or not, and have exclusive control 
of the disbursements. Some counties no 
doubt get along without the full amount of 
taxation authorized, and others avail them- 
selves of the power to go beyond the general 
limit by popular vote; but, taking that regu- 
lar limitation as our base of calculation, we 
find the total county expenditures of the 
State to be about six millions of dollars, or 
twice the cost of maintaining the State Gov- 
ernment, with all its collaterals and adjuncts. 
Of late years the total valuation has been, in 
round numbers, 800 millions. If State and 
local taxation were divorced—and the Gener- 
al Assembly is very liable to do that—the 
valuations would be vastly higher. The 
fear of State equalization operates to depress 
assessinents throughout the State. Of these 
800 millions about 620 millions, or more than 
three-fourths, belong to the counties outside 
of Cook. Is it unimportant to the State at 
large that the levying and expending of 
county money in the 101 other counties of 
the State should be Mable to judicial review 
before juries chosen Independent of the 
County Boards? No doubt the average of 
trustworthiness Is much higher throughout 
the rest of the State than it is in Cook 
County; but it must be remembered that our 
local ringsters are not confined to the Com- 
missioners from Chicago. The Cook County 
Board has its truly rural” members, and 
they contribute their full share to the 
strength of tite ring. Judging from. our 
local experience, the granger in the County 
Board is not such a white-souled saint that 
it is good statesinanship to give him special 
immunity from investigation and trial by 


jury.

The 
other propositions are right. The general 
opinion is that frequent elections will prevent 
the formation of rings, and if it is provided 
that the election of the fifteen shall take place 
in April, at the time of the municipal elections, 
no additional expense will be incurred. It it 
is further required, as in the case of the city, 
that the annua! county appropriation bill be 
agreed on during the first three months of the 
calendar year, Commissioners desirous ot re- 
election will be disposefi to economize. 

The financial budget plan bas worked ad- 
mirably in Chicago, It bas restrained extray- 


agance and promoted economy under one of 
the worst administrations of this municipality. 
if the committee in charge of this matter 
will devise some further scheme to vest cither 
in the County Clerk or the Probate Judge the 
power of Controller, it will add greatly to the 
economical character of any measure to be 
proposed. The presiding officer of the board 
ought also to be vested with a veto power.

Perhaps the most remarkable as well af 
gratifying statement in the annual report 
the Lieutenaut-General is that the percentage 
of desertions in the army is sow oulr about 
halt of what it was three years ago. No doubt 
an aggregate of 1.800 or 1,900 desertions in a8 
army of the size of ours is stiil enormous, bat 
the number seems absolutely small when com 
pared with the 3,578 of the year 1883 ans the 
3.741 of the year 1882.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Noy. 24,—|Copyright, 
1886, by James Gordon Bennett, |—I have just 
bad an interview with Capt. Kane, British 
naval attaché, who bas arrived from a tour of 
observation round the Black Sea.

CANADA THE THIEVES’ REFUGE. 


Protected by the United States Senate for 
Demagog Reasons. 

New York Times: The Canadians regret as 
deeply as we can the conditions of things which 
bri colony of thieves, swindiers, de- 
fa d corrupuonists within their bor- 
ders, but they cannot of their own motion, by 
the action of their own Government, turn over 
to justice any of the scoundrels whose pres- 
ence among them is a scandal and an outrage. 
Who, then, is it that stands in the way of jus 
tice and makes crime of the most varied and 
most dangerous kinds comparativeiy safo, 
erecting across thé Canadian border a sanctuary 


for rascais as inviolable as that murderers 
found in old times at the altar of the ohurch? 

It is, in plain Eoglish, the men who wish to 
save Irish dynamiters trom punishment. I: is 
not, as some newspaper writers seem to think, 
the men who contro! the Foreign Department 
of the United States, nor is it the men who 
constitute the English Ministry, It is the 
men in the United States Senate who, rather 
than consent to a treaty of extradition under 
which a cowardly wreten who sought by 
the use of dynamite and the mur 
der of innocent persons to frighten the 
English Government into conceding Irish 
demgncs might be given up for trial 
under English laws, bave »revented the cow- 
pletion of an agreement by which stich men as 
Moloney and Keenan and De Lacy could be 
brought pack to this city. That is absolutely 
the only serious obstacle to an extradition 
treaty such as both countries, their ‘peoples, 
and their Governments desire, and Buch as che 
requirements of jasti¢e and decency demand. 
The treaty which was submitted to the Senate 
during its last session encountered no suvstan- 
tial oppOsidon save on this round alone. 
Unbappily the practice of considering 
treaties in secret session leaves us 
no sure war of + knowing exactly who 
were responsible for, this lamentabie 
and disgracetul failure of a wise, just, and 
humane attempt to promote the enfercement 
of law in both countries. But tne genera! 
facts are perfectly weil known. If every Sen- 
ator could be compoiled to cast his vote in 
public we doubt if any of them would dare to 
take the odium of defeating a sound extradi- 
tion treaty In tue interest of the Irish dyna- 
miters. And we venture also to think that 
with fair discussion and an open vote no con- 
siderable number of Irish-Americans would 
sustain such a course. It is to be boped that 
the effort of ‘the State Departmeut will be re- 
newed at the earliest opportunity.

The Refuge of Scoundrels, 

Pittsburg Gazette: There is every prospect 
that within the next sixty dars atreaty will be 
conciuded between Great Britain on the one 
part and the United States on the other that 
will effectually break up the refuge for’seoun- 
dreig that has been maintained across our 
northern frontier in Canada for so mady years. 
The failure of the treaty last before the U nited 
States Senate has only served to intensify the 
desire for such terms as will be satisfactory to 
both parties to the agreement, and it woulda 
seem that there is nothing left to cavil in the 
new draft which bas been prepared and will 
soon be in shape for ratification. 

It is not creditable to the two great nations 
concerned, and between wich there are such 
strong aod enduring bonds of interest 
and sympatby, that for three-quarters of a 
century there should have been so few offenses 
recognized as extraditabie, and these few of 
comparatively rare occurrence. It is proposed 
to enlarge the list from murder and forgery so 
as to include nearly every grade of offense 
against the persons and property of individ- 
uals, as well as those bearing against society 
ana the state. 

No more important step could be taken in 
furtherance of the better administration of 
justice and the prevention of crime within the 
jurisdiction of the respective Governments, 
It is an international reproach that from any 
cause the territory of one nation should be 
made an asylum for the thieves and cut-throats 
of another, where they could live in undis 
turbed possession of the proceeds of their 
villany as weil as in the enjoyment of all the 
rights ef persons guaranteed to honest men 
and good citizens. This isa stigma that 
not be wiped out a day too soon.

The First Blue-Law Sunday in Boston. 

Boston Herald; The Sunday law in the new 
blue uw construction given to it by the Su- 
preme Court came into operation Sunday for 
the first time, and found à more general ob- 
servatice im our city than could have been an- 
ticipated for a law that pinches so suddenly 
and sharply and is so directly antagonized by 
public opinion. With the- exception of the 
Jew clotniers, who olaim & special and very 
quesnonable exemption. on the ground that 
they cannot be required to keep two Sabbaths, 
all the classes of traders affected by the inter- 
dict closed their shops. 

The druggists, as a rule, turned the key in 
the door, and gave admittance only for pre- 
scription work or the sale of medicines. Even 
when the door was left unlocked the business 
done within was restricted to the line of phar- 
macy. With the newsdealers mere was an al- 
most universal suspension of shop traffic, 
though a measurable compensation was ob- 
tuined by the sale of papers on the street. The 
barbers also very generally stopped work, and 
the cigar-deaiers in most cases shut their 
shops and turned over their customers to the 
notelkeepers and liceused Victualers, who did 
a roaring trade in consequence.

A HINDOQO PHILOSOPHER. 
A DISTINGUISHED BUDDHAIST TEACHER 
IN NEW YORA. 


Mr. Chatterji, Otherwise Mr. Modini, Wilt 
Wrestle with the People of Gotham 
and Show Them that Buddhism Is the 
Proper Religion—He Believes He Has 
Caught a Glimpse of the Coming Scheme 
for Saving Mankind. : 

New York Herald: Touched with the bur- 
nisbed livery of the sun. 

It was a very remarkable face that instantly 
drew attention amid the stream of cabin 
passengers who descended the gangplank from 
the Cunard steamship Aurania last evening. 
Unmistakably Oriental in every feature and 
yet inteliectual in the highest degree. 

“A Buddhist.” 

That ‘was all the explanation the com- 
panion yoyagers of this little man had to give 


to their curious friends. The passenger list 
said he was Mr. Chatterji, but Ar. Arthur W. 
Gebbard of this city, who was awaiting him, 
called him Mr. Modini. 

A luxuriant growth of hair, jet and glossy 
black., fringed a delicate cast of countenance, 
tne eyes being the most striking feature. They 
were also black, and had an intensity of ex- 
pression that was almost startiing. The nose 
was aquiline and small, but firm, When the 
gentieman lifted his curling mustache in a 
smile, which was not infrequent, be displayed 
teeth white and even. 

Later in the day, after a short rést from ten 
days’ séa-sickness, Modim Chatterji received a 
tew friends at the residence of Mr. Gebhard, 
No. 27 West Fifty-first street. fle appeared 
clothed in his native Hiddoo costume, but the 
material was black. His igure is siigbt and 
full of nervous energy, and at times when 
aroused by the excitement of earnest conver- 
sation it vibrates ia every muscle. 

„am nearly 28 years old.“ be said in the 
most fluent English, **and am a Braumin by 
birth. I gradvated from the University of 
Calcutta, but have passed my recent years in 
London and Paris. I belong to the Theosoph- 
ical Society of Europe, but I am not, strictly 
speaking, a Theosophist.”’ 

** How can that ber 

‘®ecause I do not pretend to know what 
God is, said Mr. Chatterji, and tnen, without 
bemg apparently conscious that be was mo- 
nopolizing the conversation, he began a mono- 
log upon his conception of religion. 

New York City hag never belore seen this 
young man. If he oun be persuadéd to lec- 
ture or to g from the platform the result 
of his meditations upon religion there will be 
a revival of iiberal thought that will justify 
his owb words: 

* The world bas never known au idea which 
did not emanate from the East.“ 

While listening to the metaphysical subtie- 
ties and strongly original ideas of this youth- 
ful apostie from the land of the heathen the 
ordinary man’s mind begomes hopelessly en- 
tangied. All the time those spenking eyes 
rivet themselves upon the hearer so that he 
cannot fualter in bis attention. 

„have come to America for the first time 
at the invitation of my friends, but without 
any definit plans for the future,“ he said. 1 
have devoted my life to the study of religion 
in its purest form and am prepared to say that 
the foundation of every creed is the same—a 
belief in one God.,“ 

Whetber he had any independent income 
whicb enabled bim to travel the world over 
Mr. Chatterji refused to say. The object of 
life be conceiyea to be the extinction of sor- 
row. By nature every man wants to be act- 
ive. No man can fold his hands and sleep. If 
that work, that expense of energy, is devoted 
toward the end of a livelihood so much the 
better. 

* Buddhism is not the true religion, neitber 
is Christianity.“ he said. I conceive religion 
to be the highest possible development of a 
man's inner consciousness. Religion cannot 
be found in churches, becuuse there the cler 
gymen preach because they are paid for it. 
They seek to entertain rather than instruct, 
and dare not override the sectarianism of 
their congregation any more than politicians 
dare to rebel against the principles of their 
constitueuts.”’ 

Mr. Chatterji nad observed that the Ameri- 
can missionaries who went to evangelize bis 
countrymen met with no success whatever. It 
was simply because they sought to supplant 
afaitb that was not superstitiogds with one 
that was. In the census of India, taken in 
1878. there was a numerical incréase in num- 
ber of converts to Curistianity, but the Gov- 
ernor of Bengal expressed ‘the opinion that 
this was anything rather than a matter for 
congratulation by the American missionary 
societies. 

“It simply betrays,” Said the Governor, “a 
spirit ot seif-preservation of the natives, in 
that afew of them, and only a few compara- 
tively, espouse the Church of England, be- 
cause England rules them, and because with- 
out being nominally Christians they have no 
consideration in the courts.” 

Mr. Chatterji bas conversed with the most 
acute theological minds in Europe upon the 
subject of religion, and so far from being con- 
verted to any particular creed has risen above 
all creeds, and believes that ne has caught a 
giimpse of the coming universal religion that 
must eventually receive the whole world into 
a divine fellowship. He divides all good men 
into three ciasses. First, the pradent man; 
second, the moral man; third, the religious 
man. 

The religious man of the future will not 
worship God, because that would place him 
below the Being of whose existence the only 
proof be has is human consciousness. Mr. 
Coatterji proves the existence of God as he 
proves the existence of himself— ' I think, 
therefore I am.“ 

“When another man does you an injury,” 
he said, do not feel that you are suffering at 
the hands of an alien, but that the sensation of 
injury is the same as if you bad bitten your 
tongue. All men are one in s>irit and in turn 
one with God. It is only the religious man, 
however, whocan experience or know this. 
Here are three fathers, and each feels toward 
‘bis son an affection that is the same while 
while differing in the object. That affection, 
that love, is God.“ 

He is a most extraordinary man,“ said Mr. 
Gebbard of his friend. I met him in London 
two years ago, when he was creating the 
greatest kind of a stir in society. He will 
probably do the same bere. He seems to be 
absolutely good.“

=—Their Excellence for Shade—The Cut- 
Leaved Birch. 

Our trees are ‘mmicrants, like our people. 
Bt te onty a question in either case who or 
which first got here. We speak of the native 
Indian, but the probability is the Indian is no 
more native than the last Irish or German ar- 
rival at Castle Garden. Trees travel like folks. 
Trees have the same disposition men have to 
go somewhere and “ grow up with the coun- 
try.“ Old settlers, forgetting their own origin, 
look with some disdain on the new arrivals 
and crowd them out. The first-comers, men or 
trees, are likely to seize and hold the favora- 
bie situations. Sometimes, however, an immi- 
grant of brain and nerve will take & position 
and maintain bimself in an old, long-settied 
community. He adapts himself to the situa- 
tion and thrives in it. The same facts are true 


respecting trees. 

A Norwegian comes to this country. We, 
whose ancestors have been bere a few gepera- 
tions, call him a foreigner. We forget that he 
is our own kith and kin—that not only were 
our ancestors and bis related, but that his an- 
cestors and ours were some time one and the 
same. But the Norwegian adapts himself to 
the situation very rapidly. In a tew years he 
makee a good Yankee. His children boid up 
their beads and make the distinction between 
natives and foreigners with the same com- 
placence as the rest of us. 

To can parallel this history with the ma- 
Here is a recent arrival, the Norway 
maple. We plant it beside what we call our 
pative rock. But it ie as certain that the rock 
and the Norway run back to the same common 
Origin as it is that the primitive Eric and Jona- 
than tumbled together iu the same bed of 
straw somewhere in the East—the children of 
the same father and mother.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


NEW PERCENTAGE AWARDS IN THE 
PEORIA EAST-BOUND POOL, 


Some of the Lines Very Much Dissatisfied 
with the Decision of the Arbitrators— 
Hopes that There Will Be No Revolt— 
The Endeavor to Stop the Demoraliza- 
tion in Pacific Coast Rates—The Western 
Passenger Association—Vice-President 
Hoxie’s Death. 

The Indiana, Bloommgton & Western and 
one or two other Peoria roads baving appealed 
from the first award of percentages for the 
Peoria east-bound roads, the matter was re- 
ferred a few weeks ago to Mr. E. P. Ripley of 
the Burlmgton and Mr. C. K. Wicker of the 
Northwestern for rearbitranon. They beard 
new arguments and gave the subject full con- 
sideration. A dispatch received from Peoria 
yesterday states that the arbitrators bave at 
least agreed upon new percentages, and that 
their award is as follows: Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, 21% ver cent; Indiana, Bloom- 
ington & Western, 21% per cent; Toledo, 
Peoria & Western, 21 per cent; Peoria, De- 
catur & Evausville, 18 per cent; Wabash, 15% 
per cent; Illinois Midland, 2% percent. This 
increases the Rock Island’s proportion 1 per 
cent, the Indiana, Bloomington & Western's 1% 


per cent, and the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw's 
% per cent. The Wabash’s proportion re- 
mains the same as before. The IIlinois Mia- 
land’s proportion is reduced 2½ per cent, and 
that of the Peoria, Decatur & Evansville % 
per cent. It is learned that this award is satis- 
factory to the Indiana, Bloomington & West- 
ern, which has been the principal kicker here- 
tofore, but that the Peoria, Decatur & Evans- 


ville and the lilinois Midland are greatly dis- 


satisfied with the new award. 

Hopes are entertained, however, that tho 
award will be accepted by ail the roads. The 
greatest obstacie heretofore fo in main- 
taining eust-bound freight rates bas been che 
inability to get the Peoria roads to carry out 
the new agreement, and the constant cutting 
of rates from that point has caused mucb de- 
moralizvauon at other Western points. It is 
the opinion that if the Illinois Midland and the 
Peoria, Decatur & Evansviile refuse to accept 
the new award and attempt to make trouble, 
the trunk lines will be appealed to to apply 
the provisions of their agreement in their case 
and cut them off from prorating arrange- 
ments, and the same remedy will be tried on 
other roads inthe Central Traffic Association 
cutting rates hereafter. 


Trying to Stop the Demoralization in Pa- 
cific Coast Passenger Rates. 

The General Passenger Agents of the vari- 
ous roads interested in the Pacific coast pas- 
senger traffic met again at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel yesterday to make one more effort to 
bring about an agreement by which the pres- 
ent demoralization in Pacific coast passenger 
rates can be stopped and to secure the main- 
tenance of uniform rates bereafter. Another 
strong effort was made by tne lines terminal at 


San Francisco to secure favorable action upon 
the proposition to stop the payment of com- 
missious at San Francisco entireiy and to abol- 
ish all outside agencies and have all tickets 
sold from the offices of the San Fran- 
cisco terminal companies. It was argued 
that the payment of high commissions in 
San Francisco on ticket sales to the East 
was the principal cause for the existing de- 
moralization, and that the agents intrusted 
with the distribution of these commissions 
were not always using them to the best in- 
terests of their roads. While a majority of 
the roads favored the proposition, a tew of the 
roads were bostile to it ana refused to accept 
it. It was found that such radical reform 
could not yet be inaugurated, and, acting upon 
the principle that halt a loaf is better than no 
bread at all, it was decided to adopt a com- 
mittee of five to consider an agreement for 
the maintenance of rates under penalties, and 
report to a meeting of all the lines interested 
to be held at the Grand Pacific Hotel tomor- 
row morning at 10 o'clock. The committee 
consists of Mr. T. H. Dearborn of the Baiti- 
more & Ohio, Chairman; F. I. Whitney of the 
Michigan Central, J. W. Morse of the Union 
Pacific, W. F. White of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé, ana George H. Smith of the Rock 
Island. 


Vice-President Hoxie’s Death. 

The remains of Vice-President H. M. Hoxie 
of the Missouri Pacific will arrive here by the 
Lake Shore this afternoon, accompanied by 
Mrs. Hoxie, Mr. R. S. Hayes, and other friends 
of the deceased. The remains will leave by 
the Rock Island for Des Moines at 10:30 this 
evening, and will be interred in that city to- 
morrow morning. The Rock Island managers 
bave tendered Mrs. Hoxie and the friends of 
the deceased a special train, which offer has 
been gratefully accepted. An invitation bas 
also been extended to the general officers of 
the various roads to go in their private cars to 
Des Moines by the special train. Nearly all 
the leading railroad managers expect to go to 
Des Moines and attend the funeral. 

No railroad official bas ever died whose death 
has caused such genera: feeling of regret 
and sorrow as that of Mr. Hoxie, and 
this feeling is given expression in every 
form. The general managers and other 
general officers of the various roads 
in the West, Northwest, and Southwest held a 
mass-meeting in the Lakeside Building yester- 
day and adopted resolutions deploring his 
death, while the representatives of the various 
roads interested in El Paso, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, and Republic of Mexico business now in 
session in this city adjourned their meeting 
yesterday morning out of respect to the mem- 
ory of the deceased, and also adopted resolu- 
tions. The representatives of the various 
roads interested in the passenger traffic from 
San Francisco co the East, at a meeting beld in 
tbe Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday, took simi- 
lar aclion. 


The Western Passenger Association. 

The Western railroad managers were again 
in session yesterday considering the new 
agreement for pooling the passenger traffic 
between Chicago, St. Louls, and Council 
Bintfs and Omaha. The consideration of the 
section regarding the issue of 1,000-mile tick- 
ets to commercial men, which was under dis- 


cussion when the meeting adjourned the day 
before, was again resumed, and an agreement 
was floaily reached. The section adopted is 
substantially the same as that in the Soutb- 
western passenger agreement, except that it 
more specifically defines the parties entitied to 
the privilege; but the rule regarding commer- 
cial men, to whom the tickets are to be issued, 
to sign them in the presence of 
evi agents of the roads is abrogated. 
The rest of the meeting was consumed in 
wrestiing over the provisions regarding the 
payment of commissions, defining the powers 
and duties of tne Commissioner, etc. The 
meeting finally adjourned untii next Wednes- 
day, when the question of percentages and the 
elecuon of a Commissioner will again come up 
tor consideration. 


Was the Wubash the Parchaser? 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 24.—/Special.j— 
The Indiana & Southwestern Railway Compa- 
ny, with a capital stock of $2,000,000, was in- 
corporated today. The projectors propose to 
run a road from the dividing line between In- 
dianaand Michigan, just south of Sturgis, 
Mico., through the Counties of La Grange, 
Marshall, Michigan, Pulaski, White. Benton, 
and Warren to the Iilinois State line, nortb- 
east of Danville, a distance of 135 miies. The 
officers are Milton Mercer, Goshen, President; 
John H. Baker, Goshen, Vice-President; Wil- 
bur L. Stone, Goshen, Secretary: Zimri D. 
Wiggins, Chicago, Treasurer; and these gen- 
tlemen, with George F. Watson, Chicago; 
Edward D. Shipman, Goshen; and J. S. Mather, 
Middiebury, Ind., constitute the Board of 
Directors. It is reported here today that the 
true purchaser of the Indianapolis, Peru. & 
Chicago Railroad and the Chicago, Cincinnati, 
& Louisville Road at the late sale was the Wa- 
bash Company; that the torfeit money fur- 
nished by Mr. Swarne, the bidder, was put up 
by the Wabash; and that if the Wabash can 
make no arrangements with the purchasers of 
the middie division of the road between La 
Porte and Peru it will build a link to connect 
the northern and southern divisions. Against 
this is the positive assertion made by Mr. 
Swayne that be was purchasing for the bond- 
holders. It is generally believed, however, 
that the Wabash will again come into posses- 
sion of the road by leuse.

Rallroad Litigation Decided. 

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 24.—In the United States 
Cireuit Court yesterday, Judge Brewer pre- 
siding, the application of C. H. Venner for a 
restraining order to prevent the Atchison, To 
peka & Santa Fé Kailroad Company from ex- 
tending its line to Chicago, and also to enjoin 
it from guaranteeing the bonds of the Atlantic

subject. 

This morning he also decided the Atlantic &

show any emergency requiring the interfer- 
ence of the court in his behalf. and that the 
principle had been established by former de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court of Kansas and in 
the United States Court that the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé Company bad the legal rigbt 
to purchase the stock and guarantee the bonds 
of connecting lines.

Bought by the Southern Pacific Company. 

SAN FRANCiscO, Cal, Nov. 24.—The entire 
capital stock of the Soutn Pacific Coast Rail- 
road between San Francisco and Santa Cruz, a 
distance of eighty miles, was today transferred 
to the Southern Pacific Company and Pacific 
Improvement Company. The transfer placed 
the two companies in immediate possession. 
The amount paid cannot be learned, but it is 
believed to be between $4,000,000 and $6,000,000.

THE EXTRADITION OF HOKE. 


Efforts of the Accused to Escape the Law’s 
Clutches—Devotion of His Wife. 

MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 24.—[Special.]|—The 
cross-examination of Thad S. Ey bas occupied 
the whole time of the court for the last two 
days in the Hoke extradiuon case and is not 
yet finished, It is surprising to observe how 
littie that is new bas been elicited. Mr. Ely 


able and ingenious counsel with respect to the 
drafts alleged to have been forged, but his 
testimony given iu the chief examination has 
not been shaken in the least. \A series of 
questions has been put to bim about his 
mode of distinguishing the frauduient drafts 
from those that are genuine, and his 
answers, though differing in form, have been 
substantially the same—viz.: that those who 
investigated the books after Hoke ieft the 
bank were able to discriminate between the 
genuine and fraudulent drafts in Hoke’s 
favor by the fact that on the dates of the 
latter there were invariably discrepancies or 
false additions in the cash book, generally of 
the exact amount of the draft issued, but in a 
few instances the shortage was rather more. 
Some vf the drafts were appareatly paid for 
by check, but the check was not posted in his 
individual account,’ and, on tracing such 
transactions, the investigators were able to 
identify more of the fraudulent drafts. 

Questions were asked as to the mode of 
bookkeeping in the bank, the duties of the 
various employés, whether each did his own 
duties and no other, what were Hoke’s duties 
and was he strictly confined to them, or did be 
occasionally and frequentiy do the work of 
the other employ The object of mucb of 
the cross-@xamination evidentiy was to show 
that Hoke was a privileged man in the bank, 
that unbounded confidence was placed 
in bim, and that be had authority to 
do in the bank pretty much as he 
pleased. There was no attempt to show that 
the accused bad not defrauded the bunk. The 
faisification of the books was not accounted 
for. The efforts of Hoke’s counsel were solely 
directed to endeavoring to show that because 
Hoke had been a trusted servant of the bank 
and because the clerical work of the bank was 
somewhat irregularly carried on Hoke had au- 
thority to fill out drafts for himself which he 
did not and never intended to give value for. 

Hoke during the trial exbibited considerable 
ability in instructing his counsel what ques- 
tions to put to witnesses. He used his knowl- 
edge of the bank's affairs and of the way busi- 
ness was carried on in it to get admissions 
from witnesses which in his opinion would tell 
in his favor. The nature of these admissions 
related to the position he occupied in the 
bank, the trust that was reposed in him, and 
bis doing at times the work of otner clerks. 
The impression, however, which he bas left 
on the minds of those with whom he has come 
in contact are not favorable to him by any 
means. 

There is one gleam of romance in the affair, 
and that is the devotion displayed by Hoke's 
wife. She is at his side allday long. She sits 
in tne court-room tbrougb the tedious exam- 
ination without showing the slightest sign ef 
weariness. She shows no sign of anxiety, but 
enters and leaves the court with a smile on 
her face. It is likely that the bearing of tes- 
timony will be concluded in a day or two, after 
which the fight between the lawyers will com- 
mence. Both sides express themselves conti- 
deut of victory. 


HAD HIS LANDS RESTORED. 


The Operation of a Kule Adopted by a 
Government Commissioner Annulled.

Howell E. Jackson. The question arose under 
the acts of Congress of June 7, 1862, and Feb. 
6, 1863, imposing a direct, tax on all lands in 
the Ufited States and appointing Com mission- 
ers to collect the same in the insvrrectionary 
States. The Commissioners estabiished a rule 
which virtually confiscated the property of all 
who were in the Confederate army. This rule 
provided that where the owner did not 
offer to pay the tax himself he would 
not be permitted to do 80 through 
an agent or friend. Under the operation of 
this rule many Southern people were unjustly 
deprived of their property and their land sold 
to sharks who were on hand for the purpose. 
The case decided today was that of W. J. Smith 
against McNeil, and Judge Jackson heid that 
whenever it could be shown that the above- 
mentioned rule was enforced sales made un- 
der the act are Void, and a tender of payment 
to the owner through an agent was unneces- 
sary, as it would bave been of no avail, 
and therefore he gave judgment for defend- 
ant, McNeil, whose lands had been purchased 
by piaintif. The same plaintiff has other 
claims on the docket invoiving the same 
points.

The Bodies of Two of the Menekaunee’s

Vessels that arrived here 
yesterday from the straits came by the Beavers 
in the night and were unable to see anything. 


Capt. James Davidson is building two 
monster wooden steamships at his shipyard in 
Bay City. Their dimensions are 302 feet keel, 40 
feet beam, and 24 feet depth of hold. In the con- 
struction of these vessels he is introducing a new 
idea, which insures the greatest possible strength 
attainable in a wooden steamship. The improve- 
ment consists of notching five strakes of bilge 
keelson onto the frames two inches, the entire 
frame being arched and diagonally iron strapped 
with extra heavy plates, edge-bolted throughout. 
The propelling power for one of the steamships 
will consist of a triple expansion compound 
engine, cylinders 21x32x54, stroke 42 inches. 
Steam will be supplied from an Otis steel boiler, 
of the Scotch type, % of an inch thick, 10 feet 
shell, and 11% feet long, pressure 160 pounds. 
The second steamship is of the same dimensions, 
and will be propelled by a fore and aft compound. 
The cylinders are 30x54, 45 inch stroke, all parts 
being made very wy The boiler wall of 
steel, % inch thick, 8½ feet diameter by 17 feet 
long, pressure 100 pounds. The idea in getting 
different engines in his two boats of the same 
dimensions to determine*>which is the more 
economical of the two. Both steamers will be 
ready for business upon the opening of naviga- 
tion in 1887. 


Many vessels that weathered the disas- 
trous storm of last week had narrow escapes 
from foundering or being driven ashore, but the 
schr Golden Fleece had the closest call that has 
yet been reported. She left Buffalo one week 
ago yesterday, bound for Chicago with a cargo of 
coal, and had been on her voyage buta few hours 
when a terrific gale swept down Lake Erie, For 
several days nothing was heard of her. Last 
Saturday a dispatch came to 22 W. M. Egan 
that the Fleece was at anchor off Rondeau. She 
reached Detroit Monday, and yesterday Capt. 
Egan received a letter from Capt. Hurlbut giving 
agraphic description of the storm and an ac- 
count of how near he came to losing his vessel. 
He got away from Buffalo at 1 o'clock in 
the morning with a fair wind and with every 
prospect of a fine run up the lake. During the 
day the wind freshened up and then suddenly 
hauled to the westward and increased in velocity 
until it became a perfect hurricane. The stay- 
sail and flying-jib were blown away, and after a 
vain attempt to work his schooner under the lee 
of the point Capt. Hurlbut let go of the anchors 
twenty miles from shore, off Rondeau. There 
she was exposed to the full fury of the gale, and 
every sea swept her decks fore and aft. Every- 
thing movable was washed away, and even the 
water barrel was torn from its lashings and 
dashed to * against the bulwarks. The crew, 
realizing that escape would be impossible if the 
vessel went down, made themselves fast as best 
they could and calmly stared death in the face. 
Capt. Hurlbut says it looked as if every plunge 
the vessel made would be the last one, but, know- 
ing that he stood on as stanch a ship as ever 
weathered a storm, he clung tenaciously to hope. 
Ail night long and throughout the following day 
the gale raged with unabated fury, and snow and 
sleet came down in an almost solid mass. Every- 
thing in the cabin, including furniture, crockery 
and stoves, was destroyed, and the stove in the 
cook’s galley was capsized and wrecked. The 
crew had nothing to eat for four days but a bit of 
watersoaked hard-tack, and they were pretty 
well used up when the tug Admiral Porter took 
the vessel in tow Sunday afternoon,

LUMBER PRODUCTION FOR THE YEAR. 


A Decreased Output by the Minneapolis 
Mills—A Saginaw Euterprise. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
Tne sawmilis have closed down after having 
the shortest season on record, being one 
month to six weeks less than last year. As a 
result 50,000,000 feet more lumber was sawed 
in 1885 than during the last season. The cut 
this year was larger than in any year previous 
to 1882, but it is the smullest since then. This 
season the total cut of lumber was 262,636,019 
feet: of shingles, 80,925,000; of lath, 55,264,800. 
In 1885 the cut of lumber was 313,998,166 
feet; shingles, 101,857,750; lath, 82,175,817. 
The decrease is 651,362,147 feet of lum- 
ber, 20,932.170 shingies, and 26,749,017 
lath. The Surveyor-Geoerai’s scale sbows 
that 237,891,540 feet of logs were turned through 
the boom during the year. This ie 51,000,000 feet 
less than last year, and it is due to the dé@iay in 
the beginning of the season. In 1885 79,503,520 
ieet bad been turned through the boom up to 
July 1. In 1886 but 30,968,730 feet had been 
run through up to that time. There are now 
12,000,000 feet of logs in the millponds and 
10. 000. 000 feet in the booms, about one-half of 
which belongs to Merriman, Barrows & Co. 
Above Sauk Rapids there are about 8,000,000 
f-et belonging to N. P. Clark and about 3,000,- 
000 feet belonging to Lee & Baccus. It is not 
probable that the mills will be enabled to com- 
mence operations any earlier next season, but 
they will have plenty of logs when they start 
up and the cut will be largely increased. It is 
said that the Minneapolis Mili Company will 
not saw any next season, but Mr. Goodnow 
will erect a mill to take the place of the one 
which burned last spring and Jones & Brown 
will build a mill in North Minneapolis. It is 
estimated that the stocks in the lumber-yards 
amount to 175,000,000 feet, against 264,500,000 
in 1885. 

Dorurn, Mian., Nov. 24.—|Special.]—Dun- 
can Gamble & Co. of this city will put in 15,- 
000,000 feet of logs this winter and Huntress 
& Brown 8,000,000. Other firms will not put in 
so large a stock. The total cut for Duluth 
milis will not be over 45,000,000 feet. The 
Cloguet Mills will putin about 60, 600. 000 feet, 
those at Northern Pacific Junction and Thom. 
son about 30,000,000, and Sellers & Owens, 
Tower, about 5,000,000, making a total cut for 
this district of about 140,000,000 feet. The 
demand here in Duluth has been very heavy 
all the last season and the stock of lumber is 
pretty low. Prices bave accordingly firmed up 
considerably. It is likely that the demand for 
buliding operations, docks, etc., next year will 
be large enough to about take up all the lum- 
ber manufactured bere. The lumber trade of 
Duluth has not kept pace with the growth of 
the city in the last few years. Lumbermen 
bere ascribe it to the tolls they have to pay on 
the St. Louis River and to discrimination 
against Duluth by railroads, which have pre- 
vented shipments in competition with other 
places. With the building of the road to the 
Cloquet and the competition arising from new 
roads centering here many of the present dis- 
advantages will be done away with. 

EAST SAGINAW, Mich., Nov. 24.—[Special.}]— 
For several months past lumber-deaiers and 
millmen of the Saginaw Valley have been busy 
arranging a scheme which promises to work a 
revolution in the lumber business of the West. 
The scheme is to make the Saginaw Valley the 
great central distributing point of assorted 
lumber. Since the infancy of the ifdustry 
here the practice has been to pile on the decks 
the cut of the miils without sorting, thus giv- 
ing a great profit to the middlemen. Sold in 
the rough, it was finished in the planing mille 
of tbe purchasers, who thus réaped a large 
profit that was lost to both the capital and labor 
of the valley. This profit amounted to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, and to keep this money 
in the valley bas been an object long aimed at, 
and led to the establishment in the last 
five years of sorting-yaras and planing 
miils, The project bas for its object the pur- 
chase of the entire cut of the valley, to be 
stored in and sold from the sorting-y ards here. 
The planing-mills now bere have all in connec 
tion the manufacture of sash, doors, blinds, 
and oflice furniture, and the majority of tnese 
give employment to between 100 and 200 hands 
each, which number would be increased many 
fold by the establishment of the mille neces- 
sary to dress the lumber output of the valley. 


LABOR TROUBLES IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


A Strike Among the Rallroad-Men Threat- 
ened—Engineers Dissatisfied. _ 

Houston, Tex., NOV. 24.—For several days 
trouble has existed between the train-men of 
tne Soutbern Pacific Company (Atlantic sys- 
tem) and their officials. Last Saturday night 
a committee of brakemen visited New Orleans 
to present their grievances and arbitrate with 
the managers of the company regarding 
wages. The railroad authorities, in order to 
definitly settle tne big strike of last winter, 
entered into an agreement with the brakemen, 
which the latter claim is not now being en- 
forced, and assert that unless the matter is 
soon reétified they will agai strike. The 
Brotherbood of Locomotive Engineers has 
also appoiuted a committee to visit the Cres- 
cent City and arbitrate the difficuities ex- 
isting between them and the company. It is 
claimed that two engineers were unjustly dis- 
Charged by a master mechanic. Officials of 
the company state that the acfion of the 
master mechanic must be sustained. The en- 
gineers state they are in the right, and unless 
the difficulty is amicably settled a strike will 
be ineyitable. 


Request that a Judge Be Removed.

During the recent celebration of Harvard's 
250th anniversary a number of degrees were 
presented, and Dr. McCosh, President of Prince- 
ton College, bas taken umbrage at an omission 
ot a like houor being conferred upon members 
of bis faculty. He says Princeton bas been al- 
most entirely ignored. James McCosb, D. D., 
LL.D., was born in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 
1811. He was educated at the universities of 
Glasgow and Edinburg, became a minister of 
the Churoh of Scotiand in Arbroath in 1835, 
removed to Brechin in 1839, where he joined

appointed Professor of Logic and Metaphysics 
Queen’s College, Belfast. in 1851.

can divines and educators. Besides numerous 
contributions to British and American reviews 
he bas publisbed ** The Method ot the Divine 
Government, Physical and Moral,” and, in 
conjunction with Or. Dickie, Typical Forms 
and Special Ends in Creation” in 1856, Among 
bis other productione may be numbered those 
of the “Supernatural in Relation to the Nat- 
ural.“ 1862; » Examination ot Murs Pailoso- 
poy,” 1866; “Inaugural Address at Prmce- 
ton.“ 1868; „ Logic,“ in the succeeding year; 
Christianity and Positivism,’’ 1871; The 
Scottish Philosophy,.“ 1874; „Reply to Tyn- 
dall's Noted Belfast Address,“ 1875: »The 
Development Hypothésis,”’ 1876; „The Emo- 
tions,” 1880, and some occasional sermons and 
addresses. President McCosh vigurously re 
pudiates the idea that be is a Scotch pniloso- 
pher, as he wishes to be known as the founder 
of an American school of philosophy with nat- 
ural realism as its watchword,

Princeton's rage at the alleged slights met 
at the Harvard College celebration has not ruf- 
ned the even tenor of President Eliot’s way. 
As the champion of Princeton and Princetonian 
ideas, Dr. McCosh has been waging a warm 
controversy with President Eliot of Harvard 
Over the so-called new education.“ The ven- 
erable President of Princeton has had little 


sympathy with the new ideas, and the elective 
System of studies is not to his taste, as 
viewed by Andrew D. White of Cornell and 
President Eliot of Harvard. Charies William 
Eliot, LL.D., was. born in Boston, Mass., 
March 20, 1834. He was 8 for college 
at the Boston Public Latin School, and gradu- 
ated (A. B.) at Harvard in 1853. He was tutor 
in mathematics ait Harvard from 1854 to 1848, 
Assistant Professor of Mathematics and Chem- 
istry from 1858 to 1861, of Chemistry 1862-63; 
Professor of Chemistry in the Massacbusetts 
Institute of Technology, 1865-69, and finally 
was chosen President of Harvard in the spring 
of 1869. In conjunction with F. H. Storer he 
bas written a Manual of Inorganic Chemis- 
try.” which was publisbed in 1866, and a 
„Manual of Qualitative Chemical Analysis 
in 1869, besides various other contributions to 
scientific journals,

THE AFFAIRS OF A. & GAGE & CO. 


Conflicting Reports as to Arrangements 
Made with Creditors. 

The fact that Judge Prendergast has die- 
solved the injunction pronibiting A. 8. Gage 
from going outside the jurisdicuon of bis 
court gave rise to the rumor yesterday that 
the firm of A. 8. Gage & Co. had reached a 
settlement with their creditors. Whether the 
rumor is true or not appears to be a matter of 
doubt, but the public may be able to reach a 
conclusion from the conflicting étories told by 
interested parties. 

Mr. MacFarland, the assignee, said yester- 


day: “I know nothing about any settlement 
witb the creditors. I did go to the Judge with 
the report of Mr. Gage’s physician that he 
was decidedly ill and needed a change, and he 
was given permission to take a trip.“ 

Mr. Gage’s attorneys did not think any set- 
tlement baa been reached, but one of them is 
now in New York upon that errand, and 45 
cents on the dollar is the proposition be is now 
urging. Some of the creditors bave accepted, 
but uot a majority of them by any means. 

Rumor bad it that the foreign creditors were 
to get 45 cents, while the local men were to 
get 60 cents. Mr. Lyman Gage, President of 
the First National, which has a claim for $96,- 
000, said: “The bank bas pot made a settie- 
ment and will not until it is thoroughly satis- 
ned.“ 

Mr. Mayer of the firm of Kraus, Mayer & 
Brackett, representing H. B. Ciaflin & Co. and 
other New York parties, sa d: “Gage bas vir- 
tually settled with everybody, including H. B. 
Ciaflin & Co. and the First National Bank. It 
was owing to the settlement with these two 
that we withdrew our opposition to his going 
away. The nature and details of the settie- 
ment wn Ciaflin and others cannot be dis- 
closed. Ciaflin & Co. took oo less than any 
other creditor, and the statement that they 
settled for 45 cents is not true, In all proba- 
bility the business will be continued, but 
wheter by Gage or not is still probiematicai.” 

Mr. Remy of Flower, Remy & Gregory, said: 
„Clients of ours boiding about $70,000 worth of 
claims bave settied with Gage at 45 cents, but 
it was not through us, and was outside che 
kuowledge and jurisdictuuon of the court. We 
bave about $40,000 worth of otber claims, tue 
owners of which bave not settied and will not. 
There can be no truth in the statement that 
Chicago creditors are to get 60 cents while 
outsiders oniy come in for 45. If any such 
scheme as that is to be worked it will be done 
80 mootuly and quietiy that no rumors of it 
will reach the ears of the public.“ 

A prominent business-man wuo is fairly 
cognizant of the facts in the case was asked 
to reconcile these statements, and did so by 
saying that the settlement was really still in 
abeyance, but that some arrangement must 
have been made or the attorneys for Claflin & 
Co. would not have let down upon Gage. He 
is of the opinion that the settlement will Anal-

LONGFELLOW'S KABLY WORK. 
Ny Joel Benton. 

We invariably think of Longfellow as the 
poet of home affaira and of the most familiar 
things in Ie, It i¢ as a poet that we think of 
bim always, even when he writes through an- 
other medium than poetry. Though he bas 
left us a few volumes of memorable and in its 
way delightful prose, we rarely recall him by 
anything which has relations with * Hype 
rion,” “Kavanagh,” »Outre-Mer,“ and the 
like. We remember—when the speed of time 
arrests us—tpat it is he who said, 

Art is long and time is fleeting. 

If we are touched by some strong aspiration, 
which is beset and impeded by obstacies, we at 
once turn in memory to the youth 

Who bore mid snow and ice 
A banner with the strange device. 
If there are days of dreariness to be encoun- 
tered, we know that he bas said, 
Some days must be dark and dreary. 

In fact, there is little in the whole gamut of 
buman teeling or experience which Longfellow 
in one way and another has not touched for 
us by felicities that recur again and again. 
Scarcely an occasion for joy or sorrow can be 
imagined which be does not with singuiar and 
signal appropriateness illuminate and emDalm. 

It may be said that even in his prose be was 
go much of a poet that ne merely continues 
in a slightly different way this flavor which 
surrounds all that he ever did. and the produc 
tion of which ig really the purpose and test of 
the poet’s art. That breath of humanity of 
which we have spoken and which he so dif- 
fused was as common to his prose as it was to 
his verse. Terence’s saying, “lam a man, 
and nothing which concerns man is foreign to 
me. was exactly true of Longfellow also. Of 
no one else coula it ever have been more true. 
The intimate in human thought and experience 
was his field. His themes brought him face to 
face with the obvious and familiar; and in 
lesser hands they would have become stale and 
commonplace, but his spirit and style ro- 
deemed them.

Besiaes such value as they possess intrinsio- 
ally, which, in comparison with what contem- 
porary writers were doing even forty years 
ago, if not slight, they exhibit a syntac- 
tical balance, a delicacy of mold, and 
purity and moral conception that 
easily bespoke the future, then 
unknown. No young writer can read 
these pieces with careful analysis without den- 
efit. The final paragraph about Peter Grimm, 
which is not essentially better than the average 
which precedes it, is as perfectiy shaped and 
rounded asifitwerea poem. And one can 
easily see bere that Louogfellow might pave 
been among our most celebrated and conspicu- 
ous prose writers if both fate and affinity nad 
not predetermined him for a poet.
